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CONSTITUTION. 


1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  three  male 
representatives  from  each  white  Association  in  the  State  and  one 
annual  male  representative  appointed  by  the  churches  for  every  ten 
dollars  contributed  to  its  funds,  and  of  such  male  life  members  as 
have  been  made  so  by  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars  at  any  one  time 
to  the  Treasurer  for  the  objects  of  the  Convention.  No  church  shall 
have  more  than  ten  representatives.  No  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Convention  who  is  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Baptist  church 
in  fellowship  with  us,  and  no  other  life  member  shall  be  in;.*?.9. 

2.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be  to  encourage  and 
support  Wake  Forest  College;  to  educate  young  men  called  of  God 
to  the  ministry,  and  approved  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong; 
to  encourage  education  among  all  the  people  of  the  State;  to  support 
the  gospel  in  all  the  destitute  sections  of  the  State  and  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention;  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  nations  who  have  it  not; 
to  encourage  the  distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible  and  a  sound  re- 
ligious literature;  to  assist  Baptist  churches  in  the  erection  of  suitable 
houses  of  worship;  to  encourage  the  proper  care  of  indigent  orphan 
children  and  destitute  and  aged  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  to  cooperate 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  all  its  departments  of  labor. 

3.  This  Convention  shall  meet  annually,  on  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Sunday  in  December. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  an  Assistant,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  and  five  Trustees,  all  of  whom, 
except  the  Trustees  (who  shall  serve  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Con- 
vention), shall  be  elected  annually  by  direct  ballot. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  and  enforce  order  in  accordance  with 
Dr.  Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law.  One  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

6.  The  Recording  Secretary  and  his  assistant  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings, collect  and  preserve  statistics  of  the  denomination,  and  pub- 
lish and  distribute  the  Minutes_ 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion; make  public  acknowledgement  of  the  same  each  week  through  the 
Biblical  Recorder;  give  his  bond  to  the  Trustees;  forward,  at  least 
once  a  month,  all  contributions  to  their  destination;  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Convention  make  a  full  report  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements, 
and,  on  retiring  from  his  office,  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  moneys, 
papers  and  books  belonging  thereto. 

8.  The  Trustees  shall  secure  and  hold  the  title  to  any  and  all  property 
belonging  to,  or  which  may  be  acquired  by,  the  Convention  and  take  a 
sufficient  bond  of  the  Treasurer.  The  terms,  conditions  and  amount  of 
the  bond  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees,  and  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall 
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refuse  or  neglect  to  give  his  bond  within  thirty  days  after  his  election, 
the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  Treasurer,  They  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention. 

9.  The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion examine  carefully  all  the  receipts,  disbursements,  vouchers,  papers 
and  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  his  certificate  to  the  facts  in  the  case 
shall  be  attached  to  the  Treasurer's  report, 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  solicit  contributions  to  the 
objects  of  the  Convention,  assist  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  employment  and  payment  of  missionaries,  and  labor  to 
promote  the  cultivation  and  development  of  Christian  benevolence. 

11.  The  Education  Board  shall,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able,  assist  pro- 
mising and  indigent  young  ministers  seeking  to  prepare  themselves  for 
the  more  efficient  preaching  of  the  gospel, 

12.  The  Board  of  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools  shall  encourage  the 
churches  to  give  liberally  to  all  objects  of  the  Convention;  so  far 
as  the  means  at  its  disposal  will  allow,  supply  all  destitute  portions 
of  the  State  with  faithful  and  efficient  ministers  of  the  gospel;  give 
pecuniary  aid,  as  far  as  can  be  secured,  for  building  houses  of  worship 
at  proper  points  in  the  State,  and  in  cases  where  pecuniary  aid  can  not 
be  given,  commend  them  to  the  beneficence  of  the  churches;  encourage 
the  distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible  and  a  sound  religious  literature 
in  the  homes,  in  the  churches  and  in  the  Sunday  Schools;  encourage 
Sunday  School  Conventions  and  Institutes;  continue,  and  so  far  as  it 
may  be  able  and  the  growth  of  this  work  may  require,  enlarge  the 
Baptist  Book  Store,  and  cooperate  with  the  missionary  and  Sunday 
School  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  The  board  shall  ap- 
point of  their  number  a  committee  of  seven,  to  whom  shall  be  com- 
mitted the  Sunday  School  work,  and  the  nomination  for  approval  by  the 
board  of  a  Sunday  School  Secretary  or  secretaries  to  prosecute  the 
work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Convention.  The  board  shall  also  ap- 
point three  of  their  number  who  shall  be  the  managers  of  the  Baptist 
Book  Store,  and  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  report  its  con- 
dition to  the  board. 

13.  The  board  shall  be  appointed  annually,  and  report  to  each  session 
of  the  Convention. 

14.  The  Convention  year  shall  close  one  week  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  body. 

15.  The  Boards  of  the  Convention  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  their 
respective  officers,  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention. 

16.  This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  two-thirds  of 
the  representatives  in  attendance  at  any  annual  session  voting  in  the 
affirmative.

Tlie  seventj-eighth  annual  session  of  the  Xorth  Carolina 
^Baptist  State  Convention  assembled  according  to  appoint- 
jnent  in  the  meeting-honse  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  at 
7:30  p.  m.

SECOITD  DAY— Morning  Session. 

Wilson,  N.  C,  December  10,  1908. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  9  a.  m. ;  devotional  services 
were  conducted  by  Adiel  J.  Moncrief,  of  Raleigh. 

Livingston  Johnson  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Sunday  Schools  as  follows: 

Report  of  Board  of  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools. 

"0  clap  your  hands  all  ye  people,  shout  unto  the  Lord,  with  the  voice 
of  triumph!" 

Never  in  its  history,  has  the  Board  of  Missions  had  greater  cause 
for  praise  and  thanksgiving,  than  it  has  to-day.  "The  Lord  hath  done 
great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad." 

In  our  work  this  year  we  have  been  confronted  by  many  difficultiea 
and  discouragements.  The  Associations  with  few  exceptions,  have  not 
been  up  to  the  average.  While  the  attendance  was,  perhaps,  as  large  as 
usual,  there  was  a  noticeable  lack  of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Very 
little  advancement  was  made  in  the  pledges  for  next  year,  and,  until 
within  the  last  week,  there  was  a  falling  off  in  contributions  to  all  Mis- 
sion objects.  There  were  several  causes  for  this.  The  panic  undoubtedly 
affected  collections,  especially  in  our  town  churches.  Some  of  our 
strongest  and  most  liberal  churches  fell  behind  in  all  their  contribu- 
tions. Two  elections  this  year — the  prohibition  election  in  May,  and 
the  general  election  in  November,  awakened  a  statewide  interest,  and 
diverted  the  minds  of  many  of  our  people  from  the  general  work  of 
the  denomination. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  board,  the  abovd  are  the  chief  causes  that  pro- 
duced such  an  alarming  apathy  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  churches. 
Two  weeks  before  the  books  closed  all  indications  pointed  to  a  five 
thousand  dollar  debt,  while  a  week  later  it  seemed  barely  possible  to 
reduce   the    indebtedness    to    two   thousand    five    hundred    dollars;    but 
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two  or  three  days  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  hearts  of  our  people 
were  touched  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 

The  treasurer's  books  closed  with  $37,503.27;  since  then  sufficient 
funds  have  come  in  for  State  Missions  and  Sunday  Schools  to  bring 
the  amount  up  to  $38,101.27,  a  slight  increase  over  last  year. 

With  the  Psalmist  we  can  say:  "0  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song; 
for  He  hath  done  marvelous  things;  His  right  hand  and  His  holy  arm 
hath  gotten  Him  the  victory!" 

Amid  the  discouragements  referred  to  above,  we  have  had  all  through 
the  year  many  tokens  of  God's  favor.  Gracious  meetings  have  been 
held  throughout  the  State.  From  mission  fields,  at  home  and  abroad, 
have  come  reports  of  conversions  and  ingatherings. 

STATE    MISSIONS. 

A  new  association  has  been  organized  by  cutting  off  the  southern 
section  of  the  Tar  River  Association.  As  the  Roanoke  River  runs 
through  the  territory  covered  by  the  new  Association,  it  has  been 
appropriately  called  "The  Roanoke."  This  Association  embraces  most 
of  the  mission  territory  of  the  old  Tar  River.  At  their  first  session, 
which  was  held  in  Rocky  Mount,  they  addressed  themselves  earnestly 
to  the  work  of  meeting  the  destitution  within  their  bounds.  Although 
there  are  only  forty-nine  churches  in  the  new  Association,  they  pledged 
as  much  for  Associational  Missions  as  was  pledged  by  the  Tar  River, 
with  a  hundred  churches,  a  year  ago. 

We  have  had  on  our  roll  this  year  153  missionaries.  Of  course, 
associational  missionaries,  who  make  their  reports  to  the  board,  are 
included  in  this  number.  These  men  have  been  at  work  in  every 
section  of  the  State.  Forty-eight  of  the  sixty-one  associations  have  had 
mission  work  done  within  their  bounds  this  year.  We  here  submit  a 
summary  of  tbi  work  done  by  the  missionaries.  It  should  be  stated 
that  the  reports  cover  but  nine  months.  Heretofore  the  last  quarter 
«nded  October  the  31st,  while  this  year  the  last  quarter  closes  the  31st 
of  December.     Hereafter  a  full  year's  report  will  be  made.

If  a  full  year's  work  had  been  completed  at  the  rate  shown  in  this 
report,  we  would  have  had  2,729  baptisms,  a  gain  of  457;  and  3,912 
conversions,  a  gain  of  683.  There  is  an  advance  also,  in  contributions. 
The  mission  points  raised  for  all  purposes,  $46,684.29  in  nine  months, 
or  at  the  rate  of  $62,244.64,  a  gain,  had  the  year  been  completed,  of 
$5,736.71.  The  financial  advancement  was  largely  in  contributions  to 
the  objects  of  the  Convention.  The  mission  points  lacked  only  $12.88 
of  contributing  as  much  in  nine  months  this  year  as  they  gave  during 
the  whole  of  last  year. 

These  figures  show,  that  while  the  churches  as  a  whole  have  fallen 
back  in  their  contributions,  the  mission  points  have  increased  in  their 
liberality. 

WORK    OF   EVANGELISTS. 

Brethren  Craig  and  Bradshaw  did  faithful  and  effective  work.  The 
demands  for  their  services  were  so  numerous  and  urgent,  that  they 
did  not  take  time  for  much  needed  rest.  During  the  heaviest  of  the 
associational  work  the  evangelists  aided  the  Secretary,  and  were  warmly 
received  and  gladly  heard  by  the  associations  which  they  visited.

Numbers  of  invitations  come  from  the  stronger  churches  and  if  these 
invitations  were  accepted,  this  department  would  be  more  than  self- 
sustaining.  The  policy  of  the  board  is  to  send  the  evangelists  to  mis- 
sion points,  to  aid  the  missionaries  who  could  not  otherwise  secure  the 
services  of  strong  men.  We  do  not  believe  it  is  the  mission  of  the 
board  to  employ  evangelists  for  churches  that  are  not  mission  points. 
The  evangelists  held  two  or  three  meetings  with  self-sustaining  churches 
this  year,  but  this  was  permitted  because  no  mission  points  asked  for 
their  services  for  those  dates. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  evangelist  for  the  West  should  give 
practically  all  his  time  to  the  work  of  enlisting  and  developing  the 
churches. 

CHURCH  BUILDINGS. 

As  is  stated  in  another  part  of  this  report,  there  are  in  course  of 
construction  forty-eight  houses  of  worFliip,  and  twenty-six  were  finished 
this  year.  For  some  time  the  board  has  seen  the  necessity  of  building 
on  our  mission  fields  churches  that  were  better  adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses of  worship,  but  these  churches  were  not  able  to  pay  an  architect 
for  drawing  plans.  A  short  time  since  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
Avrote  Mr.  J.  M.  McMichael,  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Charlotte,  and  one  of  the  best  architects  in  the  State,  and  suggested 
that  he  could  aid  the  cause  of  State  Missions  in  a  very  pracical  way 
by  preparing  and  donating  to  the  board,  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
furnished  mission  points  which  contemplate  building.  Mr.  McMichael 
very  generously  complied  with  this  request,  charging  only  cost  for  the 
material  used.  An  excellent  set  of  plans  is  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary. They  are  flexible,  and  can  be  suited  to  houses  ranging  in  cost 
from  $1,500  to  $10,000.  These  plans  will  be  furnished  by  the  board 
free  of  cost  to  mission  points  only,  with  the  understanding,  of  course, 
that  they  will  be  returned  to  the  board  in  good  condition. 

BIBLES,    BOOKS    AND    TRACTS. 

We  hereby  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  Sunday  School  Board 
for  valuable  donations  of  Bibles,  books  and  tracts.    These  have  been  used 
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by  the  missionaries  to  great  advantage.  Especially  helpful  have  been 
the  tracts  on  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  former  was  written 
by  Dr.  Frost  and  the  latter  by  Rev.  George  VV.  Truett.  Two  shipments 
of  these  tracts  have  been  distributed  and  many  of  the  missionaries 
are  asking  for  a  third  supply.  The  money  value  of  these  donations 
■was  something  over  $300, 

DANGEROUS  DELAY. 

For  eight  years  the  board  has  asked  that  contributions  to  State  Mis- 
sions be  made  all  through  the  year.  The  present  policy  of  leaving  so 
much  to  be  done  during  the  last  few  days  is  unsatisfactory  and  danger- 
ous. More  than  one-sixth  of  the  money  sent  to  the  Treasurer  for  Stkte 
Missions  this  year,  came  in  on  the  last  day  of  the  conventional  year, 
and  more  than  one-third  the  last  week. 

It  is  very  unwise  in  many  respects  to  cause  so  much  to  depend  on 
the  last  few  days.  It  makes  it  necessary  to  resort  to  high  pressure 
methods  in  raising  the  money.  To  U  compelled  to  raise  such  a  large 
amount  in  a  week  or  a  day,  even  granting  that  it  can  always  be  done 
IS  an  abnormal  and  unhealthful  condition.  It  creates  deep  anxiety 
throughout  the  State  as  to  what  the  final  outcome  will  be,  Althou^^h 
the  suggestion  that  we  take  quarterly  collections  for  State  Missions, 
which  the  board  made  last  year,  and  the  Convention  adopted,  appears 
to  have  been  unheeded,  we  make  bold  to  repeat  it  with  increased 
emphasis.  Something  must  be  done  to  change  our  present  methods, 
or,  in  the  end  this  dangerous  delay  will  resut  in  disastrous  debt. 


FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  have 
fallen  behind.  Last  year  the  Treasurer  received  for  Foreign  Missions 
$35,094,91,  while  the  receipts  this  year  have  reached  but  $33  295  80 
a  loss  of  $l,799.n.  This  decline  in  contributions  does  not  indicate 
that  there  is  any  loss  of  interest  on  the  part  of  our  people  in  Foreign 
Missions;  but  is  unquestionably  due  to  the  financial  stringency  through 
which  the  whole  country  has  been  passing.  No  other  department  of  our 
mission  work  suffered  as  did  Foreign  Missions.  Larger  single  contribu- 
tions are  made  to  Foreign  Missions  than  to  any  other  object.  Many 
of  our  town  churches,  which  have  been  giving  large  amounts  to  Foreign 
Missions  have,  because  of  financial  pressure,  reduced  their  gifts.  The 
reduction  of  a  hundred  or  two  dollars  by  each  of  several  churches, 
would  account  for  the  loss.  Fortunately,  we  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  "redeem  the  time"  so  far  as  Foreign  Missions  is  concerned.  The 
boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  do  not  close  their  books 
until  the  first  of  May.  By  turning  our  attention  to  the  work  of  our 
general  boards,  we  may  not  only  gain  what  we  have  lost,  but  go  on  to 
the  $40,000,  which  we  have  fixed  as  our  aim  for  Foreign  Missions. 
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There  is  undoubtedly  a  growing  interest  among  our  people  in  world- 
wide evangelization.  Mission  institutes  have  been  held  in  a  number 
of  places  during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  upon  these  institutes 
attests  the  interest  of  our  people  in  Foreign  Missions.  Mission  study 
classes  have  been  formed  in  many  places,  and  large  numbers  of  our 
people  are  making  earnest  and  systematic  study  of  the  mission  fields, 
their  needs  and  opportunities. 

In  the  forward  movement  for  the  world's  evangelization  North 
Carolina  must  not,  will  not,  lag.  During  the  last  decade  we  have  gone 
from  eight  to  fourth  in  the  list  of  States.  This  shows  a  gratifying 
growth  in  interest,  which  must  not  be  checked. 


HOME  MISSIONS. 

There  was  a  slight  falling  off  in  contributions  to  Home  Missions. 
Last  year  we  received  for  this  object  $17,429.85,  while  this  year  the 
receipts  reach  $17,001.24,  a  loss  of  $428.01.  These  figures,  in  the  face 
of  the  difficulties  that  have  been  mentioned,  are  quite  encouraging,  and 
show  that  the  interest  in  Home  Missions  has  been  sustained. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  board,  the  chief  work  of  the  Home  Board  is 
in  the  rapidly  growing  cities  of  the  South,  especially  in  those  cities 
into  which  foreigners  are  coming  in  increasing  large  numbers.  As  the 
South  becomes  more  cosmopolitan,  the  necessity  for  its  evangelization 
will  become  more  imperative.  If  the  Southland  does  not  strengthen  the 
bulwarks  of  its  Christian  civilization  now,  it  will  be  too  late  to  do  so 
when  the  flood  tides  of  the  old  world  sweep  in  upon  us.  The  baptists 
of  the  South  are  more  responsible  for  its  future  religious  condition 
tnan  any  other  Christian  denomination.  As  to  what  the  future  of  the 
South  will  be,  religiously,  depends  largely  upon  the  efforts  of  our  people 
within  the  next  decade.  In  holding  the  South  true  and  loyal  to  our 
Lord,  we  can  and  will  influence  the  whole  world.  Some  one  has  well 
said,  "As  goes  the  South  so  goes  America;  and  as  goes  America,  so 
goes  the  world." 

Through  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  Ave  have  an  opportunity 
of  doing  for  the  South  that  which,  through  the  work  of  the  State  Board 
of  Missions,  we  are  trying  to  do  for  North  Carolina. 

We  can  and  should,  between  now  and  May,  largely  increase  our 
gifts  to  Home  Missions.  We  trust  that  the  churches  will  enter 
actively,  and  without  delay,  upon  a  vigorous  campaign  for  this  im- 
portant object  of  our  Convention. 

BAPTIST    BOOK    STORE. 

We  are  glad  to  report  the  book  store  in  good  condition.  It  is  not 
making  money  rapidly,  but  is  a  little  more  than  meeting  expenses,  and 
is  on  a  substantial  business  basis.  We  believe  our  people  would  give 
to  the  book  store  a  more  liberal  patronage  if  they  only  realized  what  a 
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great  convenience  it  is  to  our  denomination.  Any  book  not  in  stock 
can  be  secured  on  short  notice.  Orders  for  Sunday  School  literature, 
sent  to  the  store,  are  promptly  forwarded,  and  the  literature  furnished 
at  the  same  price  as  that  charged  by  the  publisher. 

Bro.  W.  O.  Allen  is  still  manager  of  the  book  store,  and  we  consider 
ourselves  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  his  services. 

woman's  work. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  note  the  excellent  work  done  by  our 
women  during  the  past  year.  The  figures  which  follow  are  taken  from 
the  report  submitted  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention,  which  was 
held  in  Gastonia  last  March.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
since  then,  and  if  the  figures  were  brought  down  to  date,  they  would 
make  a  much  better  showing.  The  women  are  of  the  opinion,  however, 
that  it  is  better  to  have  one  statistical  and  financial  report  rather 
than  two,  as  in  this  way  confusion  can  be  avoided.  Especially  gratify- 
ing are  the  evidences  of  increased  interest  in  the  work  of  State  Mis- 
sions. September  was  State  Mission  month.  An  excellent  program  was 
prepared  by  the  officers  of  the  Central  Committee,  and  furnished  the 
societies  on  application.  Most  of  the  societies  observed  "State  Mission 
Day,"  and  carried  out  the  program  provided  by  the  Central  Committee. 
Information  about  our  State  Mission  work  was  imparted,  and  an  interest 
awakened  among  the  societies,  which  resulted  in  greatly  enlarged  contri- 
butions to  State  Missions. 

As  a  special  work  the  Sunbeams  undertook  the  raising  of  $500  as 
a  church  building  fund,  to  aid  some  mission  point  in  building  a  house 
of  worship.  This  is  a  most  practical  way  to  aid  in  State  Mission 
work,  and  it  enlists  the  interest  of  the  children  by  getting  something 
definite  and  concrete  before  them. 

The  conditions  in  Hyde  County  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  Societies.  It  was  shown  them  that  we  need 
this  day  three  houses  of  worship  in  Hyde,  and  that  but  little  progress 
can  be  expected  there  until  these  houses  are  built.  As  we  have  but 
twenty-five  Baptists  in  Hyde  and  all  of  them  are  poor  it  is  evident 
that  funds  to  build  these  much  needed  houses,  must  come  from  some 
source  outside  of  Hyde  County.  The  young  women  decided  to  raise 
funds,  as  a  special  offering,  to  aid  in  building  one  of  these  houses. 

We  hereby  express  our  thanks  to  the  Sunbeams  and  Y.  W.  A. 
Societies  for  their  special  offerings,  and  respectfully  suggest  that  they 
make  these  offerings  annually,  so  long  as  there  are  places  in  the  State 
that  so  sorely  need  houses  of  worship  and  that  can  not  secure  them 
without  aid. 

We  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  our  pastors  to  encourage,  in  every  way 
possible,  the  work  of  our  women.  The  blessing  of  God  has  so  signally 
rested  upon  the  efforts  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Societies  that  we 
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can  no  longer  doubt  the  wisdom  of  their  organization.  A  word  of  com- 
mendation from  tlie  pulpit  would  show  to  the  women  that  they  have  the 
sympathy  of  the  pastor,  and  others  who  are  standing  aloof  might  be 
encouraged  by  such  word,  to  join  with  their  sisters  in  the  work  of 
the  societies. 

We  gladly  give  space  for  the  subjoined  report  of  the  Central  Com- 
mittee. 

REPOET  OF  THE  WOMAXS  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

Summing  up  the  salient  points  that  mark  the  growth  of  woman's 
work  in  1907-1908,  we  would  note  the  growing  desire  and  determination 
to  spare  no  pains  to  enlist  all  the  women  of  the  churches  for  missionary 
service.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  societies  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  prophesied,  basing  his  prophe- 
sy on  past  growth,  that  in  ten  years  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies 
of  North  Carolina  would  be  giving  $75,000.00  annually  for  State,  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions.  Since  the  average  contribution  of  the  women  in 
missionary  societies  is  over  a  dollar  a  year,  the  enlistment  of  75,000 
of  the  100,000  Baptist  women  of  North  Carolina  would  more  than 
bring  this  prophecy  to  pass.  To  accomplish  this  end  we  earnestly  ask 
the  cooperation  of  all  pastors. 

The  increasing  desire  on  the  part  of  a  growing  number  to  know 
mission  fields  and  needs  more  deeply  has  led  to  the  organization  of 
a  number  of  Mission  Study  classes  in  connection  with  the  regular 
monthly  Society  meeting.  To  deepen  mission  thought,  knowledge  and 
purpose  along  this  and  all  other  lines  of  mission  endeavor,  the  officers 
of  the  Central  Committee  have  met  with  a  number  of  societies  in 
different  sections  of  the  State.  They  hope  to  continue  and  extend  this 
feature  of  their  work,  holding  in  the  spring  another  series  of  Mis- 
sionary Institutes  similar  to  the  series  held  during  the  month  of 
November. 

While  the  contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  increase,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  a  very  decided  advance  in  the  interest  and  contributions  to 
State  and  Home  Missions.  With  mission  workers  everywhere,  we  are 
sharing  the  new  mission  impulse  growing  out  of  the  belief  that  "as  goes 
America  religiously,  so  goes  the  world." 

The  increase  of  the  interest  of  the  young  women,  and  the  growth  in 
the  number  of  their  societies  under  the  fostering  care  of  Miss  Mary 
K.  Applewhite,  Secretary  of  the  Young  Women's  Auxiliaries,  has  been 
a  very  notable  feature  of  the  year.  They  have  as  their  Special  Mis- 
sionaries in  foreign  fields  Miss  Sophie  Lanneau,  of  Soochow,  China, 
and  Miss  Beulah  Bowden,  of  Sattillo,  Mexico,  both  North  Carolina 
young  women,  graduates  of  the  B.  U.  W.,  and  students  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Training  School  in  Louisville,  Ky.  For  State  Missions  they 
have  taken  Hyde  County  as  their  particular  field  for  church  building 
and  are  asking  for  a  distinct  Home  Mission  work. 
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The  enthusiasm  of  the  children's  societies,  in  charge  of  Miss  Eliza- 
beth N.  Briggs,  Superintendent  of  Young  People's  Societies,  is  delight- 
ful and  contagious.  For  some  years  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  chil- 
dren to  give  as  many  hundred  dollars  to  missions  as  the  women's  so- 
cieties gave  thousands.  Last  year  they  passed  this  aim,  giving  more 
than  a  tenth  of  all  reported  by  North  Carolina  societies. 

The  growth  in  the  number  of  Woman's  Mission  societies  in  the  last 
few  months  has  been  phenomenal,  especially  as  this  has  come  more 
from  general  interest  in  widely  scattered  sections  than  from  special 
organization  campaigns  in  any  one  locality. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  financial  year,  March,  1907,  we  set  before 
the  societies  a  plan  for  a  Symmetrical  Year,  urging  them  to  an  equality 
and  regularity  in  gifts  the  year  round,  in  order  that  they  might  do 
their  part  in  avoiding  the  stress,  strain  and  debt  resulting  from  holding 
funds  until  the  closing  week  of  the  year. 

This  ideal  has  been  constantly  held  before  the  societies  with  most 
gratifying  results,  the  first  two  quarters  showing  close  approximation 
to  the  aims  for  Home,  State  and  Foreign  Missions  during  that  period. 
The  North  Carolina  societies  are  now  represented  by  four  young 
women  of  the  Foreign  Mission  fields,  and  have  three  students  in  the 
W.  M.  U.  Training  School  at  Louisville.  The  North  Carolina  portion 
of  the  first  $20,000.00  for  the  endowment  of  this  splendid  institution 
is  not  yet  complete  by  nearly  a  thousand  dollars,  but  we  trust  it  will 
be  before  the  close  of  our  year,  March   1,   1909. 

In  presenting  the  figures  for  the  eleven  months,  April  1,  1907,  March 
1,  1908,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  change  of  time  of  the  annual 
meeting  from  April  to  March  not  only  gave  but  eleven  months'  report, 
but  that  the  month  cut  off,  March,  is  the  time  of  Special  Offering  for 
Home  Missions.  Subsequent  reports  proved  that  the  Special  Home 
Mission  offering  was  much  larger  than  ever  before. 

Of  the  total  $21,546.66  reported  below,  the  Young  Women's  Auxili- 
ary reported  $1,799.05.  The  Sunbeams,  $2,413.28.  Notwithstanding 
this  gratifying  report  there  is  a  well-nigh  universal  feeling  that  the 
Woman's  Mission  Work  in  North  Carolina  and  in  the  South  is  as  yet 
in  its  infancy  and  that  the  next  few  years  will  see  growth,  as  yet 
unprecedented.  God  grant  that  in  reliance  on  Him,  the  years  may 
see  our  faith  revealed  in  fact.

SUXDAY  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Brother  Hight  C.  Moore,  which  resigna- 
tion became  effective  at  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  board  to  select  a  Sunday  School  Secretary.  Having 
no  suitable  man  in  sight  at  its  meeting  soon  after  the  Convention,  the 
board  referred  the  selection  of  a  Sunday  School  Secretary  to  the  Sunday 
School  Committee,  with  power  to  act.  The  salary  was  fixed  by  the 
board  at  $1,200  a  year,  and  actual  traveling  expenses.  It  was  also 
agreed  by  the  board  that  the  Sunday  School  Secretary  should  become 
the  Statistical  Secretary,  with  a  salary  of  $300. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Middleton,  principal  of  the  Gary  High  School,  was 
elected  Sunday  School  Secretary.  Brother  Middleton  was  a  teacher 
by  profession,  having  been  in  school  work  nineteen  years.  During  all 
this  time  he  was  an  active  Sunday  School  worker,  and  served  as  both 
superintendent  and  teacher.  This  training  fitted  him  for  the  new 
work  to  which  he  was  called.  He  did  not  enter  upon  his  duties  until 
the  first  of  June;  but  since  that  time  has  been  actively  at  work,  as 
the    following    report    shows: 

FIELD     WORK. 

The  Secretary  was  not  elected  until  February,  and  owing  to  his 
engagement  in  school  work  he  could  not  enter  upon  his  duties  until 
June  1.  During  the  half  year  he  has  been  in  the  field  115  days.  He 
visited    31    associations   making   45    trips.     This    seems    to   be    only   a 
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little  over  half  of  the  territory  and  yet  these  31  associations  cover 
over  40,000  square  miles,  or  four-fifths  of  our  territory.  He  was  able 
to  attend  the  associational  meetings  in  26  of  the  bodies,  besides  four 
Sunday  School  Conventions.  He  met  appointments  in  62  churches, 
speaking  103  times.  Of  these  81  were  Sunday  School  addresses.  He 
represented  State  Missions  in  six  associations  in  the  absence  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  both  evangelists.  Engagements  have 
already  been  made  for  work  in  several  other  associations  and  plans 
are  being  made  for  several  tours  during  the  winter  and  spring,  which 
will  reach  fifteen  or  twenty  of  the  associations  not  reached.  With 
more  accurate  knowledge  of  the  territory,  the  work  and  the  workers, 
the  Secretary  can  do  more  effective  work  in  the  future. 

OFFICE    W.ORK. 

During  the  month  of  June  most  of  the  time  was  spent  in  the  office 
making  a  close  study  of  the  situation  and  reading  with  definite  ends 
in  view.  The  superintendents  have  received  two  general  letters  each, 
besides  many  tracts.  A  general  correspondence  is  carried  on  re- 
quiring a  thousand  or  more  personal  letters. 

We  have  a  small  circulating  library  for  pastors  and  workers.  These 
books  are  now  being  used  freely  and  good  results  must  follow.  One 
association  has  published  5,000  copies  of  a  tract  for  our  workers,  and 
these  with  5,000  leaflets  are  now  being  distributed  as  opportunity 
presents  itself.  There  is  great  need  of  a  closer  touch  between  the 
Secretary  and  the  superintendents.  About  a  third  of  these  are  changed 
every  year.  The  names  in  the  1908  minutes  must  be  used  for  1909. 
A  third  of  these  will  have  been  superseded  by  other  men;  hence  at  best 
there  is  much  waste  of  postage  and  work.  To  correct  these  errors 
will  require  considerable  outlay  in  printing  and  postage,  but  we  believe 
to  do  this  would  greatly  strengthen  the  cause. 

STATISTICS. 

No  State  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  makes  a  better  showing 
in  Sunday  Schools  than  North  Carolina.  Only  one  other  State  has 
the  same  ratio  of  Sunday  School  membership  to  church  membership. 
Under  the  splendid  management  of  Secretary  H.  C.  Moore,  our  mem- 
bership increased  35,000  scholars  in  the  last  three  years  of  his  work. 
This  good  work  seems  to  be  going  on.  This  year  1908  reports  are  in 
from  51  associations  against  40  last  year.  The  latest  reports  from  the 
various  churches  are  used  and  conservative  approximation  made  where 
no  reports  are  available.  With  these  in  hand  we  have  increased  our 
membership  this  year  about  8,000  scholars.  There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  Sunday  Schools.  We  find  1,669  mentioned  with  65 
branch  schools.  Evidently  some  of  these  are  counted  twice,  but  all  are 
not.  Some  churches  report  church  statistics  and  not  Sunday  Schools. 
There  are  about  1,700  schools  in  the  Convention  and  1,000  of  these  are

perennial.  This  is  far  from  the  ideal,  but  shows  that  over  100  schools 
that  have  been  closing  were  open  last  winter.  A  close  study  of  the 
situation  shows  much  yet  to  be  done.  200  churches  have  no  Sunday 
Schools,  and  it  is  our  business  to  try  to  organize  them.  700  Sunday 
Schools  close  for  wnnter,  and  we  must  try  to  make  it  possible  for  most 
of  these  to  remain' open.  At  least  130.000  of  our  church  members  never 
attend  Sunday  School  as  scholars  and  about  300,000  white  children 
are  ou^  of  all  Sunday  Schools.  Surely  the  work  is  worth  while  pressing 
with  vigor. 

FINANCES. 

For  many  years  this  work  had  to  draw  on  the  State  Mission  funds 
for  support.  Three  years  ago  it  was  decided  to  try  to  make  it  self- 
sustaining.  It  failed  the  first  year,  the  second  year  it  was  able  to 
pay  its  own  bills  on  account  of  three  months  salary  being  paid  by  the 
Southern  Board  at  Xashville.  This  year,  with  the  Secretary  in  office 
only  six  months,  there  is  enough  surplus  to  wipe  out  the  deficit  of  1906. 
This  year  271  churches  in  40  associations  report  $1,273.76  for  Sunday 
School  Missions.  The  Convention  Treasurer  has  received  this  year 
$1,257.54,  which  is  within  $20  of  the  amount  received  from  the  churches 
last  year.  June  1st  the  fund  was  considerably  behind  the  same  date 
last  year.  The  Secretary  has  pressed  the  financial  claims  of  the  cause 
before  the  associations  he  visited.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  of  churches  pledging,  and  where  pledges  were  not  taken 
the  churches  have  almost  uniformly  agreed  to  take  at  least  one  col- 
lection in  the  Sunday  Schools  during  next  year  for  Sunday  School 
Missions.  The  cause  will  be  presented  to  those  churches  and  associations 
not  visited,  and  it  is  believed  that  next  year  many  more  churches  than 
formerly,  will  contribute  and  that  the  work  will  cease  to  be  a  financial 
burden  to  State  Missions. 

SUNDAY    SCHOOL    BOARD    AT    NASHVILLE. 

We  feel  our  work  is  a  part  of  the  great  work  of  our  Southern  Con- 
vention. We  wish  to  again  acknowledge  our  gratitude  for  the  aid  it 
is  giving  us  every  j'ear  financially  and  in  sending  us  much  valuable 
literature  for  distribution.  We  wish  to  especially  thank  the  board  for 
its  contribution  to  our  circulating  library.  Our  Secretary  tries  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  the  secretaries  of  the  various  departments  at 
Nashville. 

STATE    OF     ORGANIZATION. 

* 

Among  the  Baptist  hosts  of  North  Carolina  one  man  alone  can  do 
very  little.  We  felt  the  need  of  some  definite  persons  to  aid  our 
Secretary.  We  are  trying  to  get  an  associational  Sunday  School  Secre- 
tary, or  Sunday  School  Committee  in  each  association.  This  has  been 
accomplished  in  43  association  with  60  brethren  in  the  work.  It  is 
intended  that  the?e  brethren  shall  bear  the  same  relation  to  the  work 
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in  the  several  associations  that  we  and  our  Secretary  bear  to  the  work 
in  the  Convention.  It  is  intended  to  hold  regular  Sunday  School  Con- 
ventions, at  least  once  a  yeear.  In  many  places  special  local  meetings, 
or  rallies,  will  be  held  to  arouse  more  interest  and  increase  the  mem- 
bership. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  we  shall  get  a  much  larger  num- 
ber of  our  officers  and  teachers  to  take  some  form  o"f  special  training 
for  their  work.  We  shall  earnestly  try  to  cooperate  with  the  Teacher 
Training  work  of  our  Sunday  School  Board.  We  ask  for  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  our  pastors  and  workers  in  all  our  endeavors.  May 
our  next  year  show  the  best  returns  in  the  history  of  our  work ! 

RECOMMENDATIONS^ 

First.  That  the  board  operate  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year,  viz: 
$40,000.00. 

Second.  That  all  above  that  amount  be  used  as  a  church  building 
loan  fund,  under  conditions  provided  in  report  of  a  year  ago,  which 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  That  it  be  shown  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  a  discreet  com- 
mittee composed  of  members  of  the  board,  that  the  point  applying  can 
not  possibly  build  a  house  without  aid,  and,  provided, 

( 2 )  That  no  loan  will  be  made  to  a  house  of  worship  until 
the  missionaries  shall  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Third.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  report  of  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  suggesting 
some  changes  in  the  plans  of  raising  money  for  the  several  benevolent 
objects. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  emphasize  anew  the  Importance 
of  State  Missions.  There  is,  in  the  work  of  State  Missions,  an  appeal 
to  patriotism  as  well  as  to  Christianity. 

Mr.  Clarence  H.  Poe,  editor  of  the  Progressive  Farmer,  said  in  a  re- 
cent article:  "The  church  has  an  opportunity  in  the  South  such  as  it 
has  hardly  anywhere  else  in  the  world,  and  upon  its  use  of  this  op- 
portunity depends  in  a  large  measure  the  future  rank  of  our  section. 
It  is  not  sentimentalism,  it  is  not  a  mere  pious  generalization,  but  it  is 
the  truth  of  history,  that  no  people  can  achieve  and  maintain  greatness 
except  by  adherence  to  rigid  moral  standards.  When  the  old  Psalmist 
said  centuries  ago,  'happy  is  that  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord,'  he 
was  preaching  as  good  politics  us  religion." 

Mr.  J.  W.  Bailey,  who  was  one  of  the  electors  for  the  State  at  large 
in  the  recent  National  contest,  wrote  these  lines  a  few  days  after  the 
election:  "Sooner  or  later  we  will  come  to  an  election  in  which  the  life 
of  the  nation  is  involved;  but  not  yet.  When  that  election  comes  our 
dependence  will  be  upon  Christian  citizens.  Let  us  now  be  making  as 
many  of  them  as  we  can     *     *     *     xhe  salvation  of  our   country  de- 
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pends  not  in  a  hundredth  part  so  much  upon  political  parties  as  upon  the 
Gospel  in  the  hearts  of  our  people.  America  needs  nothing  so  much 
as  Christian  citizens;  and  State  Missions  is  the  means  of  multiplying 
them."  If  the  above  statements  be  true  (and  who  can  doubt  them?)  it 
follows  that  he  who  is  enlisted  in  the  work  of  State  Missions  is  a 
statesman  in  the  highest  sense. 

Our  denomination  is  responsible  as  no  other  people  are,  for  the 
evangelization  of  North  Carolina.  We  number  almost  as  many  as  all 
other  denominations  combined.  Our  democratic  form  of  government 
gives  us  a  ready  access  to  the  people.  The  Baptists  of  the  State  have 
gone  '"out  into  the  highways  and  hedges"  in  the  country,  and  "into 
the  streets  and  lanes"  of  the  city,  and  have  invited  the  neglected  and 
lost  to  a  great  gospel  feast.  Christ  gave,  as  one  of  the  evidences  that 
he  was  the  Messiah,  the  fact  that  "the  poor  have  the  gospel  preached 
unto  them."  In  following  this  example  of  our  Lord  we  have  enjoyed,  in 
a  marked  degree,  the  tokens  of  His  favor.  If  the  time  ever  comes,  when 
we  forget  our  duty  to  this  class  "Ichabod"  will  and  should  be  written 
on  the  walls  of  our  churches. 

Our  people  are  no  longer  poor.  God  has  greatly  prospered  us  in 
material  things.  We  are  abundantly  able  to  evangelize  the  State.  We 
can  if  we  will. 

While  we  were  assembled  in  Wilmington  a  year  ago,  Dr.  W.  R. 
Gwaltney  was  dying  at  his  home  in  Hickory.  Though  he  had  fallen  on 
the  field  of  battle,  ■  this  brave  soldier  of  the  cross,  this  battle-scarred 
but  invincible,  veteran  sent  this  message  to  his  brethren,  who  were 
planning  another  year's  campaign.  "Let  us  go  up  and  possess  it  [the 
land]  for  we  are  well  able  to  take  it."  We  should  let  this  thrilling 
message  become  our  watchword. 

With  profound  gratitude  to  God  we  look  back  on  the  past ;  with  a 
stronger  faith  in  God,  we  turn  our  faces  to  the  future.  In  this  hour 
of  victory,  we  adopt  as  ours  the  sublime  language  of  the  Psalmist: 
"Thine,  0  Lord  is  the  greatness,  and  the  power,  and  the  victory,  and 
the  majesty;  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  the  earth  is  thine; 
thine  is  the  kingdom,  0  Lord,  and  thou  art  exalted  as  head  above  all!"

REPOET  OF  MINISTERS'  RELIEF  BOARD. 

It  is  witli  profound  gratitude,  that  this  report  can  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention  in  behalf  of  the  old  brethren  for  this  year.  Their  con- 
dition and  circumstances  are  such  as  to  call  forth  our  deepest  sympathy 
and  greatest  effort  to  relieve  them  in  their  distress  and  want.  We  have 
been  made  to  rejoice  at  the  frequent  responses  that  have  come  from 
them,  of  their  gratitude  expressed  with  a  "God  bless  you  and  the 
Board,"  and  the  great  comfort  they  have  derived  from  the  small 
amounts  we  have  been  able  to  send  them. 

The  board  regrets  to  say  that  the  contributions  have  fallen  off  from 
last  year's  report,  and  this  has  caused  us  not  to  be  able  to  help  the 
beneficiaries  as  their  demands  have  been  upon  us.  The  contributions 
are  about  five  hundred  dollars  short  of  last  year,  and  we  urge  the 
churches  of  the  Convention  to  come  to  our  rescue  now.  This  being  true, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  meet  the  urgent  requests  and  pitiful  pleas 
that  have  come  to  us  from  some  of  them.  It  has  been  our  painful 
privilege  to  receive  the  sad  intelligence  from  nearly  every  beneficiarj- 
during  this  year,  of  their  great  needs  and  varied  wants.  Their  requests 
are  pitiful  and  sad. 

We  have  now  thirty-two  beneficiaries  on  the  board.  Bro.  H.  W. 
Briggs  passed  to  his  reward  in  August.  Mrs.  Annie  K.  Downing  was 
received  as  a  beneficiary,  and  was  since  married  and  was  discontinued. 
Rev.  W.  W.  White  of  the  Piedmont  Association  was  received  as  a 
beneficiary  in  February.  Bro.  W'iley  M.  Page  of  the  South  River 
Association  was  received  at  November  meeting. 

The  board  earnestly  requests  all  the  pastors  or  some  laymen  in  each 
church  to  see  that  this  board's  work  is  represented  in  every  church 
and  association  in  the  Convention;  and  that  they  cooperate  with  us 
in  bringing  the  needs  and  wants  of  these  old  Baptist  preachers  and 
their  families  before  their  people,  and  urge  an  increase  of  contributions 
during  the  next  year.  We  find  always  a  ready  and  hearty  response, 
whenever  and  wherever  it  is  properly  presented  to  the  people. 

We  recommend  that  the  pastors  throughout  the  State  bring  the  claims 
of  this  board  before  their  churches  between  now  and  Christmas,  as 
far  as  possible,  and  take  a  Christmas  offering  for  these  worthy  saints 
who  are  now  in  their  second  childhood. 

We  recommend  further,  that  the  Convention  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  erecting  a  home  at  some  point 
in  the  State  for  the  beneficiaries,  and  that  this  committee  report  to 
the  next  session  of  the  Convention.

]Sr.  B.  Broughton  read  the  report  on  Sunday  Schools  as 

follows : 

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

The  increasing  recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  Sunday  School 
in  our  denominational  work  is  a  guarantee  of  enlightened  Christian 
progress. 

Since  our  State  Board  made  provision  for  a  Sunday  School  Secretary, 
the  following  brethren  have  rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service: 
B.  W.  Spilman,  1896-1901;  T.  N.  Johnson,  1901-1903;  H.  C.  Moore, 
1903-1907;  and,  since  last  June,  E.  L.  Middleton,  who  is  building  suc- 
cessfully on  the  foundation  so  wisely  laid  by  his  predecessors. 

Leaving  the  secular  school  for  this  larger  field  of  Christian  education, 
Brother  Middleton  is  energetically  organizing  and  developing  our  Sun- 
day School  work  throughout  the  State.  Let  us,  as  a  denomination, 
give  the  cause  he  represents  adequate  financial  support  and  encourage 
him  by  hearty  and  helpful  cooperation. 

To  this  end,  we  should  unite  in  an  aggressive  campaign  to  enroll  the 
thousands  of  members  of  Baptist  churches,  and  the  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  other  persons  throughout  our  State  who  are  not  in  Sunday 
Schools.  Particularly,  do  we  urge  pastors  to  cooperate  with  our  State 
Secretary  and  associational  secretaries  in  increasing  the  attendance 
and  otherwise  promoting  this  great  work. 
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To  efficiently  man  our  schools,  we  must  have  more  trained  workers; 
and  by  means  of  institutes  and  literature  we  should  provide  necessary 
instruction  to  fit  those  who  direct  and  teach;  and  we  urge  our  teachers 
to  take  the  normal  course  provided  by  our  board.  Especially  do  we 
need  to  strengthen  the  organized  Bible  classes  if  the  interest  of  adults 
is  maintained  and  their  regular  attendance  secured. 

Another  great  need,  which  can  not  be  too  strongly  emphasized,  is 
improved  church  architecture  and  adequate  Sunday  School  equipment. 
Our  churches  should  be  built  with  a  view  to  the  needs  of  the  Sunday 
School;  and  suitable  seats,  charts,  books  and  lesson  helps  should  be 
provided. 

We  recommend  that  every  Sunday  School  establish  a  "Home  Depart- 
ment," and  that  special  efl'ort  be  made  to  enroll  "shut  ins"  and  others 
who,  by  reason  of  home  duties  or  employment,  can  not  attend  the  re- 
gular exercises.  We  also  commend  the  "Cradle  Roll,"  as  it  tends  to 
enlist  the  interest  of  parents  and  keeps  the  child  in  view  as  a  scholar 
as  soon  as  it  is  old  enough  to  join  the  primary  class. 

Since  the  Sunday  School  is  the  training  camp  of  the  church,  its 
spiritual  life  should  be  promoted  in  every  way  possible,  and  the  sal- 
vation of  the  pupils  made  its  prime  object. 

We  congratulate  the  denomination  on  the  rapid  development  and 
increasing  usefulness  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  urge  the  churches  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  give  it  the  support,  it  so  richly  merits.  Its  cooperation  in  our 
State  has  been  most  helpful ;  and  we  request  that  it  continue  to  send 
us  its  inspiring  specialists  to  aid  in  holding  institutes  and  otherwise 
arousing  interest  in  efficient  training  for  profitable  Christian  service. 

We  suggest  that  a  Sunday  School  Chautaviqua  be  held  at  Blue  Mont 
next  summer,  that  our  faithful  workers  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
secui-e  valuable  training,  and,  at  the  same  time,  delightful  recreation

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read  by  W.  L. 
Poteat  as  follows : 

EEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 
In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  last  Convention  the  board 
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has  been  aiding  ministers  both  at  Wake  Forest  and  at  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  during  the  past  year.  At  Wake  Forest, 
there  are  at  present  seventy-two  ( 72 )  ministerial  students  of  whom 
fifty-seven  (57)  are  receiving  aid;  and  at  the  Seminary  there  are 
twenty-seven  (27)  men  and  three  (3)  young  women  from  North  Caro- 
lina, of  whom  eighteen  (18)  are  receiving  aid  from  the  board.  The 
work  of  these  students  has,  with  rare  exceptions,  been  of  a  high  grade, 
and  this  fact,  coupled  with  their  earnest  zeal  in  trying  to  do  good, 
assures  us  that  the  quality  of  our  ministry  for  the  next  few  years 
is  not  to  be  lowered  to  say  the  least.  But  while  the  quality  is  reassur- 
ing, we  believe  that  our  Christian  homes,  our  churches,  and  our  schools 
should  be  praying  and  looking  for  more  men  to  enter  this  sacred  calling. 
Taking  those  at  Wake  Forest  and  the  Seminary  together,  we  have 
only  an  average  of  about  one  to  the  county  throughout  North  Carolina, 
not  to  speak  of  the  loud  and  pressing  calls  that  come  from  our  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  fields,  and  from  sheperdless  flocks  in  other  states.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Secretary  found  a  balance  of  $10.64 
due  the  Seminary  for  the  session  1906-1907.  Not  a  penny  had  been 
paid  on  the  session  of  1907-1908.  This  balance  of  $10.64  has  been  paid: 
all  the  expenses  of  our  North  Carolina  men  for  1907-1908  have  been 
paid,  and  a  few  dollars  have  been  paid  on  the  present  session.  This 
puts  us  in  a  little  better  shape  with  the  Seminary  than  we  were  one 
year  ago.  It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  our  balance  on  hand  for 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  "lean"  months  that  lie  immediately  ahead 
of  us  has  been  decreased  by  $602.71.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  very  short 
time  at  this  rate  would  bring  us  in  debt.  In  the  face  of  this  situation, 
what  shall  be  done?  Some  of  our  strongest  churches  that  have  been 
helping  liberally,  at  both  Wake  Forest  and  the  Seminary,  paid  the 
pledge  that  was  made  here  one  year  ago  to  the  Seminary,  and  have 
done  little  or  nothing  beyond  this  for  the  work  at  Wake  Forest;  others 
that  made  pledges  for  the  Seminary  here  a  year  ago  have  done  nothing 
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for  this  work,  either  at  Wake  Forest  or  at  the  Seminary.  In  view  of 
this  situation  the  Board  recommends  that  we  go  back  to  the  plan  that 
we  have  used  for  the  past  years,  viz,  that  we  allow  the  Seminary  to 
collect  aad  disburse  its  own  funds  for  aiding  its  students,  and  that 
Wake  Forest  do  the  same.  The  board  also  recommends  that  the  Con- 
vention allow  it  to  return  to  the  plan  inaugurated  by  the  Convention 
at  Winston-Salem  several  years  ago.  This  plan  was  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  board  furnish  each  beneficiary  with  a  statement  of  the  amount 
expended,  provided  that,  on  the  completion  of  his  course,  the  beneficiary 
of  the  board  be  given  a  statement  of  the  amount  which  he  has  re- 
ceived from  the  board,  with  the  expressed  hope  that,  as  opportunity 
may  allow,  he  will  return  the  amount  either  in  money  or  in  service 
for  the  board  of  Education. 

We  beg  to  suggest  that  the  supply  of  the  need  of  ministers  and  pro- 
vision for  their  education  be  commended  as  a  subject  of  study  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  the  State_

tion as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  Your  com- 
mittee believes  that  only  God-called  men  selected  by  the  Holy  Spirit's 
operating  on  their  hearts,  should  enter  the  ministry,  and  after  they 
have  been  thus  called,  that  they*  should  avail  themselves  of  all  possible 
preparations  for  their  life's  work,  and  then  give  their  entire  time, 
energy  and  talents  to  the  building  up  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  To  that 
end  we  most  heartily  commend  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education 
at  Wake  Forest  College,  and  the  Seminary  at  Louisville.  At  present 
there  are  72  ministerial  students  at  W.  F.  C,  52  of  them  receiving  aid 
from  the  board,  and  27  young  men  and  3  young  women  are  at  the 
Seminary,  18  of  them  are  receiving  aid  from  the  board.  These  are  all 
doing  good  work  and  promise  well  for  the  future.  For  the  amounts 
collected  and  expended  in  their  behalf,  see  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board  of  Education  that  Seminary,  and 
the  board  each,  look  after  their  own  collections  in  North  Carolina 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  plan  formerly  adhered  to,  be  adopted,  that  is,  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Seminary  each  look  after  their  own  collections  in 
the  State. 
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2.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  instructed  to  appoint  an  Associate 
Member,  who  shall  be  requested  to  look  after  the  interest  of  the  board 
in  each  association.

B.  Broughton  read  the  fol- 
lowing telegram :

The  following  resolution  offered  by  William  Lunsford  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  endorse  the.  plan  adopted  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  at  its  meeting  last  May,  to  raise 
$600,000,  to  endow  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  and 
that  \\Q  also  approve  the  apportionment  of  $50,000  of  this  sum  to  North 
Carolina,  and  that  we  invite  the  representatives  of  the  Seminary  into 
the  State  to  raise  this  sum. 

By  motion  of  E.  E.  Bomar  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report 
on  Ministerial  Education  was  reconsidered  and  the  consider- 
ation of  that  report  carried  over  to  the  afternoon  session. 

The  Convention  adjourned  with  benediction  by  E.  Y. 
Mullins. 
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SECOND  DAY — Afternoon  Session. 

The  Convention  reassembled  and  was  led  in  prayer  by

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education 
being  still  under  consideration,  the  following  amendment  to 
the  report  was  offered:  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Education  be  so  amended  as  to  reaffirm  the  view  of  this 
Convention  that  assistance  to  young  ministers  at  Wake  Forest 
be  a  ffift  and  not  a  loan. 

The  amendment  was  discussed  by  J.  W.  Lynch,  W.  C.  Bar- 
rett, J.  D.  Hufham,  W.  B.  Morton  and  I.  N".  Loftin,  and  it 
was  adopted.     The  report  as  amended  was  adopted.      • 

J.  L.  White  offered  the  following,  which  was  discussed  by 
J.  D.  Hufham,  J.  L.  White,  B.  Cade  and  A.  D.  Ward  and 
adopted : 

RESOLUTION    ON   THE   ENFORCEMENT   OF   THE    PROHIBITION 

LAW. 

Equal  in  importance  with  the  enactment  of  laws  is  their  enforcement. 
Public  sentiment  which  is  sufficient  to  effect  the  former,  may  or  may 
not  be  adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  latter.  Victory  which 
is  not  followed  by  such  action  and  conduct  as  make  it  complete  has 
been  sometimes  found  to  be  worse  than  defeat.  The  people  of  North 
Carolina  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  and  with  mighty  acclaim  have 
pronounced  the  doom  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  our  State,  and  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1909,  the  voters  of  the  State  have  proclaimed  that  no  man  shall 
have  the  right  to  engage  in  that  nefarious  business.  The  edict  has  gone 
forth.  Shall  it  be  enforced  or  shall  it  take  its  place  among  the  other 
dead  letters  of  the  law?  Is  the  public  sentiment  which  pronounced  it 
sufficient  to  enforce  its  observance?  We  believe  that  it  is;  but,  realiz- 
ing that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty  here  as  elsewhere: 

Be  it  Resolved,  By  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in 
meeting,  duly  assembled  in  the  city  of  Wilson,  on  the  10th  day  of 
December,  1908: 

That  we  call  upon  all  the  men  and  women  of  North  Carolina  who 
love  righteousness  and  believe  in  the  sanctity  of  law  to  exert  their 
utmost  efforts  to  see  that  the  will  of  the  people  as  expressed  at  the  polls 
on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1908,  be  given  full  force  and  effect,  and  that 
we  insist  that  every  lover  of  his  State  should  consider  himself  in  duty 
bound  to  contribute  his  individual  share  of  effort  to  see  that  the  Pro- 
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liibition  Law  of  the  State  accomplishes  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
enacted,  namely,  the  freeing  the  State  from  the  licensed  and  unlicensed 
sale  of  whiskey  and  other  intoxicating  liquors  within  her  borders. 

That  we  urge  the  members  of  our  churches,  in  their  capacity  as 
citizens,  to  organize  Civic  or  Law  and  Order  Leagues,  in  every  com- 
munity, to  aid  the  officers  of  the  law  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Pro- 
hibition measure. 

That  we  suggest  to  our  pastors  the  advisability  of  proclaiming  from 
the  pulpit  the  majesty  and  supremacy  of  law. 

It  was  voted  tliat  fraternal  greetings  be  sent  to  the  Metho- 
dist Conference  at  Durham,  reconnting  the  items  of  the  above 
resolution  and  asking  their  cooperation  in  this  great  matter.

W.  L.  Poteat  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Wake  Forest  College : 

REPORT    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES    OF    WAKE    FOREST 

COLLEGE. 

We  gratefully  recognize  the  gracious  Providence  which  has  been 
over  our  College  during  the  past  Convention  year.  The  tokens  of  the 
divine  favor  which  have  signalized  the  seventy-five  years  of  its  honora- 
ble history  to  be  completed  and  celebrated  next  February  11th,  are  as 
marked  to-day  as  heretofore. 

The  teaching  body  of  the  College  now  comprises  sixteen  professors, 
two  associate  professors,  five  instructors,  and  nine  assistants,  aggregat- 
ing thirty-two.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  May  the  Trustees  appointed 
Professor  Luther  Rice  Mills,  who  had  withdrawn  from  active  work  in' 
the  College,  to  the  position  of  Emeritus  Professor  of  Pure  Mathematics. 
At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  July  23,  Dr.  Edgar  Eginton  Stewart, 
of  New  York  City,  was  elected  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 
to  succeed  Dr.  Lewis  M.  Gaines,  Avhose  resignation  had  been  accepted 
in  May.  In  January  last  Professor  J.  B.  Carlyle  resumed  his  teaching 
work  in  part,  and  with  the  opening  of  the  present  session  in  full.  The 
importance  of  the  work  of  Dr.  James  W.  Lynch  as  Wake  Forest  pastor 
and  College  Chaplain  was  brought  afresh  and  strongly  to  the  attention 
of  the  Church  and  the  Trustees  on  the  occasion  of  his  call  the  latter 
part  of  May  to  a  university  city  in  a  Southern  State.  Both  these  bodies 
took    action    which    so   materiallv    changed    the    situation,    that   he   an- 
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nounced,  on  the  7tli  of  June,  his  determination  to  remain  at  Wake 
Forest.  We  wish  to  record  here  the  joy  which  this  decision  gave  us 
and  our  appreciation  of  his  gracious  and  inspiring  influence  upon  all 
the  phases  of  the  life  of  the  College. 

The  enrollment  of  students  for  the  fall  term  is  364,  exceeding  the 
number  reported  at  the  last  Convention  by  13.  The  first  year  men 
number  158;  ministerial  students,  72.  Of  the  total  student  body  only 
34  are  not  members  of  some  church.  Such  a  happy  preponderanc-j  of 
Christian  sentiment  committed  to  the  best  things  in  life  is  of  the 
highest  value  in  fixing  college  ideals  and  college  spirit.  From  the 
9th  to  the  14th  of  November  special  evangelistic  services  were  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  J.  L.  White,  of  Greensboro,  with  important  results  in 
bringing  several  of  the  students  to  Christ  and  in  the  general  freshening 
up  of  the  religious  life  of  the  institution. 

The  subscriptions  to  the  $150,000  increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
so  well  rounded  up  at  the  last  session  of  the  Convention  are  in  process 
of  payment.  Professor  Carlyle  and  Bursar  Earnshaw,  to  whom  the 
Trustees  committed  the  collection  of  the  subscriptions,  report  that  the 
first  anniuil  pajnuent  of  the  General  Education  Board  made  ]March  4, 
1908,  on  its  subscription  brought  the  amount  of  collections  at  that  date 
up  to  $21,832.44.  Since  then  they  have  received  $7,378.75,  bringing 
the  total  collections  so  far  to  the  aggregate  of  $29,211.19.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  final  limit  of  payment  of  these  subscriptions  is 
December  31,  1910. 

The  Convention  ought  to  face  the  fact  that  the  general  educational 
situation  presents  some  features  which  are  not  altogether  friendly  to 
the  denominational  college.  Certain  tendencies  appear  to  be  converg- 
ing to  a  crisis  for  all  grades  of  educational  work  under  denominational 
control.  On  a  frank  survey  of  the  whole  field  we  have  no  thought  of 
surrendering  our  investment  and  responsibility.  Our  denominational 
schools  not  only  have  the  right  to  exist,  but  are  in  fact  demanded  by 
the  exigencies  of  the  time.  Our  denominational  College  is  amply  justi- 
fied, apart  from  denominational  interests,  on  the  ground  of  its  free 
public  service  to  the  Commonwealth.  It  makes  an  inestimable  contri- 
bution to  the  perpetuity  of  all  civic  institutions  by  sending  out  into 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship  men  of  leading  ability  whose  attitude 
and  ideals  have  been  formed,  not  under  the  influence  of  religious  in- 
difi"erentism  or  of  offensive  sectarian  bigotry,  but  in  the  warm  and 
generous  atmosphere  of  positive  Christian  teaching  and  the  freedom 
and  democracy  for  which  we  as  a  people  stand.  We  insist  upon  its 
legitimacy  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  and  in  the  civic  order.  We 
affirm  anew  its  public  necessity.  We  accept  afresh  the  responsibility 
of  its  full  financial  support,  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  it,  as 
it  can  alone  be  maintained  on  the  level  of  the  best  educational  stand- 
ards. We  are  proposing  no  compromise  of  our  denominational  relation- 
ship for  the  sake  of  any  prospective  financial  advantage  in  other  direc- 
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tions.  Our  reliance  is  upon  the  kindly  inovidence,  who  has  led  us 
hitherto  and  upon  the  united  brotherhood,  who  will  need  to  continue 
and  to  extend  their  practical  loyalty. 

Addresses  were  made  by  A.  D.  Ward  and  W.  L.  Poteat. 
The  following,  offered  by  C.  E.    Maddrey,    was   heartily 
adopted : 

Whereas,  We  learn  of  the  critical  illness  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Millard,  a 
former  member  of  this  Convention,  and  now  pastor  in  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  him  and  his  loved  ones  through  the 
Secretary  .of  this  Convention  our  sympathies  and  join  them  in  earnest 
prayer  for  his  speedy  and  complete  recovery. 

F.  P.  Hobgood  reported  the  illness  of  R.  H.  Marsh  and  J. 
A.  Stradley  and  was  instructed  to  convey  to  them  our  high 
Christian  esteem  and  warm  Christian  love. 

On  motion  of  C.  F.  Meserve  it  was  voted  that  President 
Poteat  be  rcquesfed  to  prepare  his  address  for  publication  and 
distribution. 

The  Convention  adjourned  with  benediction  by  J.  N.  Prcs- 
tridge,  of  Kentucky. 


SECOND  DAY— EvExixG   SEssIO^^ 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  Carlyle. 

The  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Thom- 
asville  Baptist  Orphanage  was  read  by  F.  P.  Hobgood,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  FOR  THOMASVILLE  BAPTIST 

ORPHANAGE. 

We  are  happy  to  report  a  year  of  opportunity  for  uninterrupted 
work.  We  have  had  no  death  and  have  been  hindered  by  no  very  seri- 
ous illness.  A  year  ago  we  were  alarmed  at  the  presence  of  scarlet  fever 
in  our  town ;  again  it  has  come  up  to  our  very  gates,  but  so  far  we  have 
escaped.  For  this  merciful  exemption  from  the  scarlet  scourge  we  are 
most  profoundly  thankful.  With  God's  favor  upon  us,  in  ways  Ave 
could  not  know,  and  largely  through  His  people,  we  have  been  able  to 
do  a  good  year's  work  in  all  departments. 

A  number  of  improvements  have  been  added.  Tlie  new  Infirmary 
(Woman's  Building)  and  Noah  Richardson  Library  Building  have  been 
completed.      We    are    enlarging    jind    improving    the    Simmons    Nursery 
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in  every  way.  This  will  be  completed  by  Christmas.  A  silo  for  the 
barn  has  been  built;  also  a  new  dairy  building  and  a  potato  house. 
Several  valuable  machines  have  been  added  to  the  outfit  of  the  farm; 
also  a  pair  of  horses  purchased. 

We  are  paying  more  attention  to  the  dairy  and  the  growing  of  veget- 
ables. Unfortunately  our  soil  is  of  the  cold,  wet  "pipe  clay  type  of 
land,  which  unfits  it  for  early  gardening,  or  for  best  results  at  any 
season.  So  just  now  we  are  having  several  acres  laid  in  drain  tile, 
with  the  hope  that  it  may  be  redeemed  for  better  service.  These  addi- 
tions to  the  farm  make  an  unusual  outlay  for  that  purpose,  but  we 
believe  will  be  amply  justified  in  better  results  for  years  to  come. 

We  are  also  equipping  the  institution  with  electric  lights.  This 
method  of  lighting  is  perhaps  more  expensive  than  the  old,  but  it 
has  other  advantages  that  may  be  readily  seen.  We  find,  as  our 
number  increases,  that  we  must  add  many  improvements  and  much 
equipment  that  did  not  seem  to  be  needed  a  few  years  ago.  We  find 
ourselves  in  just  this  situation;  either  we  must  equip  ourselves  for 
better  work,  so  that  the  workers  may  have  more  time  to  give  to  chil- 
dren, and  less  to  the  grind  of  drudgery,  or  break  down  by  the  sheer 
weight  of  numbers  and  become  a  mob.  We  have  not  been  able  to  make 
a  beginning  on  the  new  and  larger  machine  shop,  but  we  know  of  men 
of  means  whose  thoughts  are  being  turned  in  that  direction.  We  hope 
to  announce  contributions  for  that  purpose  before  long.  ■ 

Our  financial  condition  is  not  as  we  would  like.  We  have  been  com- 
pelled to  borrow  $5,000.  During  the  summer  and  early  fall  the  contri- 
butions fell  far  short  of  paying  expenses.  This  is  not  so  much  the  re- 
sult of  smaller  contributions  -as  of  larger  'expenses.  Last  year  we 
reported  365  children;  now  we  report  385,  and  the  cost  of  living  has 
rather  grown  more.  We  owe  i  on  the  Woman's  Building  about  $2,000, 
which  we  hope  to  raise  in  a  quiet  way  during  the  next  few  months. 
The  rebuilding  of  the  Simmons  Nursery  will  cost  about  $2,500.  The 
income  from  the  Simmons  estate  is  expected  to  take  care  of  that. 

The  number  of  applications  for  admission  has  been  unusually  large 
this  fall,  and  many  of  them  in  deepest  distress.  We  are  compelled 
to  turn  them  away  for  lack  of  room. 

We  wish  to  repeat  and  emphasize  former  suggestions: 

1.  That  every  Sunday  School  take  a  collection  for  the  Orphanage 
once  a  m(mth,  and  make  it  a  little  larger  than  last  year. 

2.  That  in  view  of  the  increasing  usefulness  of  Charity  and  Children, 
a  club  be  taken  in  every  Sunday  School,  but  that  the  Sunday  Schools 
do  not  confine  their  contributions  to  the  Orphanage  to  paying  for 
the  paper  only. 

3.  That  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  the  Sunday  nearest  to  it,  the 
Orphanage  have  the  right-of-way  above  all  other  objects. 

In  one  sentence  we  urge  the  growth  and  increasing  needs  of  the 
Orphanage  as  a  great  opportunity  for  the  use  of  the  Lord's  money  in 
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the  hands  of  His  people,  and  at  the  same  time  a  call  to  prayer  for  its 
greatest  success. 

An  important  addition  has  also  been  made  to  the  laundry  buildinf^. 

F.  P.  Hobgood,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Orphanage,  took  the  chair. 

E.  E.  Bomar,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Orphanage,  pre- 
sented its  report  as  follows: 

REPORT    ON   THE   ORPHANAGE. 

The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  we  last  met  in  Convention  has  been 
for  our  Orphanage,  a  year  of  blessings. 

The  health  of  the  385  children,  and  also  of  the  matrons,  teachers, 
ofiicers  and  other  workers  has  been  good.  There  has  been  some  sick- 
ness of  course.  In  so  large  a  family,  at  one  time  or  another,  the 
moans  of  little  sufferers  have  been  heard,  but  there  has  been  no  epi- 
demic or  fatal  sickness. 

The  work  of  maintaining  and  upbuilding  the  Orphanage  has  gone 
steadilj'^  forward.  Not  that  there  has  been  no  anxiety  or  disappoint- 
ment, but  in  spite  of  all  discouragements,  we  can  write  across  the  year's 
work  the  word  "progress." 

There  are  some  features  deserving  especial  notice. 

1st.  The  Orphanage  paper,  Charity  and  Children,  the  most  readable, 
helpful  and  unique  paper  of  its  class  in  all  the  country,  has  increased 
its  circulation  until  the  figures  now  stand  at  12,500.  This  is  encourag- 
ing, but  when  placed  over  against  the  fact  that  there  are  more  than 
200,000  Baptists  in  the  State  affiliated  in  name  or  in  fact  with  the 
Convention  it  shows  how  even  a  brilliant  paper  published  at  a  phe- 
nominally  low  price  needs  to  be  pushed  by  the  friends  of  the  Orphanage 
in  order  to  reach  the  people. 

2d.  In  the  matter  of  feeding  clothing  and  caring  for  the  motherless 
and  fatherless  children  under  our  care,  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  the 
Baptist  people  are  our  only  resource.  Work  is  well  and  faithfully 
done  on  the  farm,  but  even  a  great  crop  on  our  splendid  farm  of  450 
acres  can  go  but  a  little  way  toward  the  feeding  of  385  children,  not  to 
mention  matrons,  teachers,  officers  and  other  helpers.  No  invested 
funds  or  interest  thereon  can  be  used  for  current  support.  The  income 
from  the  Simmons  fund,  can  be  used,  by  the  terms  of  the^gift,  only 
to  keep  up  buildings  and  repairs  and  the  support  of  the  Simmons 
Nurserj'. 

Our  people,  under  God,  are  our  only  helps.  Some  churches  take  an 
annual  collection;  more  than  500  Sunday  Schools  take  a  collection  once 
a  month,  in  many  communities  the  collection  on  Thanksgiving  Day  is 
devoted  to  the  Orphanage — a  practice  which  should  become  universal. 
Sunday  Schools  which  take  collections  once  a  month  for  the  Orphanage 
agree   that  this   practice,   far   from   being  a   burden,   is  helpful.     Your 
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committee  urges  that  the  custom  become  general  in  all  our  Sunday 
Schools. 

If  the  matter  of  current  support  were  promptly  and  vigorously 
pushed,  there  would  be  no  need  to  report  a  debt,  or  to  enter  the  winter, 
as  .we  do  at  this  moment,  with  almost  no  funds. 

3d.  The  Infirmary  Building  is  nearing  completion.  This  has  been 
the  work  of  the  women  of  the  State,  and  right  nobly  have  they  done 
that  work.  It  is  a  modern,  well-equipped  Infirmary,  where  the  sick 
children  and  those  threatened  with  sickness  can  be  cared  for.  It  will 
take  $2,000  more  to  complete  and  pay  for  it.  The  management  is  push- 
ing the  work  to  completion,  while  confidently  looking  to  the  Baptist 
women  of  the  State  to  pay  for  it.  The  work  is  urgent,  and  funds  are 
needed  now. 

4th.  In  closing  we  must  bear  in  mind,  that  we  are  in  a  strait.  There 
is  urgent  need — indeed  the  need  is  imperative — that  our  present  work 
shall  be  properly  equipped,  and  at  the  same  time  it  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly evident,  that  the  work  must  be  enlarged.  There  are  now 
formal  and  informal  applications  for  more  than  (100)  one  hundred 
children,  and  no  room  for  any  of  them.  Over  against  this,  is  the 
further  fact  that  although  we  have  one  of  the  very  greatest  Orphanages 
in  the  South,  the  interest  of  thousands  has  not  been  enlisted.  More 
than  500  churches  in  North  Carolina  contribute  nothing  for  the  sup- 
port of  our  work.  These  must  be  enlisted,  and  our  plant  enlarged, 
while  at  the  same  time,  we  heed  the  call  for  better  equipment — a  call 
that  lies  upon  the  mind  and  heart  of  our  noble  brother,  our  able, 
indefatigable  and  intensely  earnest  general  manager,  M.  L.  Kesler.

After  discussion  bv  E.  E.  Bomar,  M.  L.  Kesler,  C.  M. 
Eock,  T.  T.  Speight,  W.  P.  Taylor,  R  P.  Walker,  the  re- 
port was  adopted. 

C.  E.  Maddrey,  Vice-President  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  took  the  chair  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Home  Missions  was  presented  by  C.  A.  Jenkens  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

From  a  spiritual  point  of  view,  it  has  been  a  great,  glad  year  for 
the  Home  Board.  While  embarrassment  arising  from  the  panic  has 
been  felt,  yet  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  brought  good  out  of  evil, 
and  blessed  the  work  of  the  board  as  never  before  in  its  history.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  there  were  22,404  baptisms,  and  18,015  additions 
by  letter,   making  a   splendid   average  of   110   additions  a   day  for  the 
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entire  year.  The  board  employs  five  evangelists,  whose  work  has  been 
signally  blessed,  and  961  missionaries  by  whose  united  labors,  337 
churches  have  been  constituted. 

While  the  foregoing  facts  are  a  just  ground  for  renewed  and  in- 
creased exertion,  we  should  not  fail  to  realize  the  ever-increasing  pro- 
blems that  confront  us,  making  our  utmost  exertion  necessary  to  the 
attainment  of  our  mission  as  Baptists. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  are: 

1.  The  startling  area  of  the  territory  to  be  evangelized.  Single  States 
are  greater  than  old-world  empires.  Texas  is  larger  than  France  and 
England  combined,  and  more  than  twice  the  area  of  Japan  or  Italy. 
North  Carolina  covers  more  territory  than  Greece,  Denmark  and  Bel- 
gium put  together.  Cuba  is  larger  than  Portugal.  In  point  of  Avealth 
and  material  possibilities,  the  territory  of  the  Home  Board  is  superior 
to  many  kingdoms  that  have  dazzled  the  eyes  of  mankind,  and  determined 
the  course  of  history. 

2.  The  mixed  character  of  the  population.  Our  Southern  territory 
contains  about  25,000,000  people,  9,000,000  of  whom  are  negroes,  and 
5,000,000  foreigners.  Cuba's  1,500,000  people  are  of  blended  races,  in 
large  part  ignorant,  priest-ridden,  and  poor,  blindly  given  up  to  a 
religion  that  debases  and  blights  every  land,  in  which  it  is  dominant. 
Then,  there  is  Panama  with  its  peculiar  difficulties.  It  is  said  that  the 
heterogeneous  population  of  the  "canal  belt"  speak  more  than  fifty 
dialects — a  fact  that  renders  mission  work,  seriously  embarrassing. 

3.  Cities  and  immigration.  Until  recent  years,  the  South  was  an 
agricultviral  country  with  a  homogeneous  population,  but  now  we  are 
becoming  a  great  manufacturing  people,  with  our  cities  congested  with 
both  natives  and  foreigners.  Protestant  Christianity  to-day,  as  never 
before,  is  confronted  with  the  problem  of  the  American  citj'.  In  the 
larger  cities,  the  chvirches  are  retreating  from  the  crowded  slums  and 
vicious  dens  and  foreign  quarters  to  more  attractive  sites  in  the  suburbs ; 
and  as  churches  retreat,  the  foreign  element  advances.  The  great 
steamship  companies  are  dumping  over  a  million  immigrants  a  year 
on  our  shores,  who  are,  for  the  most  part,  ignorant  and  vicious,  be- 
lieving in  homes  without  marriage,  government  without  law,  and 
religion  without  Christ.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  great  cities 
rule  the  nation,  and  it  is  becoming  more  evident  each  year  that 
foreigners  rule  the  great  cities.  We  may,  therefore,  feel  no  small 
degree  of  alarm  Avhen  we  learn  that  the  foreign-born  population  exceeds 
the  native  in  thirty-three  of  our  largest  American  cities. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  Home  Board  sums  up  the  matter  thus: 
"National  menace  and  missionary  opportunity  were  never  before 
so  combined.  As  compared  with  the  country,  the  city  is  the  seat  of 
temptation,  sin,  crime,  suffering,  disease,  and  death.  These  work  like 
a  canker  upon  the  very  heart  of  the  nation,  and  they  make  up  a 
plaintive  and  loud  call  to  the  missionary  heart  of  the  churches.  Com- 
jiaring  the  two  great  sections  of  our  country,  the  North  and  the  South, 
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it  is  at  once  patent  that  the  menace  of  the  city  and  foreign  problem 
is  larger  in  the  North  and  the  missionary  opportunity  is  larger  in  the 
South.  In  many  cities  of  the  North  the  opportunity  to  do  more  than 
snatch  a  few  as  brands  from  the  burning  is  already  lost.  The  forces 
of  evil  have  gained  control,  fortified  themselves,  and  defy  Christian 
interference.  In  every  city  and  town  of  the  South  we  ought  speedily 
to  entrench  ourselves.  This  is  possible  now,  it  will  not  be  possible 
in  a  few  years.  Preemption  is  more  economic  than  invasion,  and 
makes  success  sure.  If  this  is  to  be  done  in  Baltimore,  New  Orleans, 
St_  Louis,  and  a  dozen  other  of  our  large  and  growing  Southern  cities, 
there  is  not  a  moment  to  be  lost,  and  present  effort  should  be  reinforced 
tenfold." 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  board  is  able  to  report  encouraging- 
results  in  all  of  its  mission  fields. 

1.  The  work  done  in  our  Southern  territory  among  the  whites  has 
been  unprecedented.  Every  State  under  the  board  has  reported  excellent 
progress. 

2.  Mountain  missions  and  schools.  Rev.  A.  E.  Brown,  the  tireless 
worker,  and  superintendent  of  the  Mountain  School  Department,  gives 
a  glowing  account  of  the  work  committed  to  his  hands.  Eight  years 
ago  there  were  only  six  Baptist  schools  struggling  for  existence  in  the 
mountains.  These  schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  1,261  pupils,  em- 
ployed 29  teachers,  and  owned  pi-operty  valued  at  $33,000.  There  are 
now  24  well-organized  schools,  eight  of  them  in  North  Carolina.  These 
24  schools  have  an  enrollment  of  5,117,  an  increase  of  845  over  last  year. 
Instruction  has  been  given  to  253  ministerial  students,  89  of  whom 
became  missionaries,  one  going  to  the  foreign  field.  There  was,  the 
last  year,  an  increase  of  27  ministerial  students.  The  property  of  these 
institutions  is  valued  at  $345,000.  The  value  of  increase  of  equipment 
last  year  is  $96,290.  Of  the  amount  the  board  contributed  about 
$12,000. 

3.  Work  among  the  negroes.  Work  accomplished  under  the  co- 
operative plan  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  The  following  table  will 
present  the  visible  results  of  the  combined  efforts  put  forth  in  connec- 
tion with  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  and  under  the  new  era  plan:

It  is  a  joy  to  believe  that  at  last  work  among  ovir  colored  brethren 
is  hopeful  and  inspiring. 

4.  Work  in  Cuba  and  the  Isle  of  Pities — The  Isle  of  Pines  has  become 
a  part  of  Cuba,  therefore,  work  on  the  island  will  not  hereafter  be 
embarrassed  by  political   agitation   growing  out  of  the  uncertainty  of 
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its  ownership  by  the  United  States.  Work  on  both  islands  is  hopeful, 
and  there  have  been  numerous  baptisms  during  the  year.  Opportunities 
are  many,  so  are  the  needs.  There  is  a  crying  demand  for  missionaries, 
teachers  and  buildings  for  mission  and  school  work. 

5.  Work  in  Panama — The  Isthmus  has  become  a  strategic  point  of 
prime  importance.  There  is  a  possibility  that  its  great  canal  will  be 
ready  for  use  by  1915.  Representatives  of  many  nations  are  gathered 
there;  from  India,  Argentina,  British  Columbia,  Siberia,  and  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  More  than  fifty  languages  are  said  to  be  spoken  there. 
What  a  splendid,  though  difficult  field  for  mission  work!  There  is 
great  need  for  houses  of  worship  at  Colon  and  Panama,  the  Northern 
and  Southern  termini  of  the  canal.  Baptists  were  first  among  Ameri- 
can Protestants  to  enter  the  field,  and  have,  therefore,  the  first  oppor- 
tunity of  leadership. 

Church  Building  and  Loan  Fund — The  Tichenor  Memorial  Fund  of 
$20,000  has  been  raised  through  the  activities  and  liberality  of  our 
noble  women.  This  is  but  a  beginning.  The  board  needs  at  least 
$500,000  to  supply  with  houses  of  worship,  some  3,000  homeless  churches 
unable  to  build  their  own  houses.  Often  help  rendered  weak  churches 
in  securing  a  suitable  edifice,  will  determine  the  efficiency,  and  some- 
times the  existence  of  the  organization.  If  this  help  be  withheld,  there 
is  danger,  that  Baptist  churches  struggling  under  difficulties,  will  be 
compelled  to  surrender  strategic  locations  to  other  denominations,  and 
lose  the  ground  they  had  gained,  while  more  liberal  bodies  seize  the 
golden  opportunities.  Perhaps  nothing  of  greater  moment  to  the 
Baptists  of  the  South  at  this  time  can  be  named,  than  the  raising  of 
a  large  building  and  loan  fund. 

That  your  committee  has  been  enabled  to  present  the  inspiring  facts 
of  this  report  is  due  largely  to  the  untiring  labors  of  our  splendid 
Secretary. 

In  view  of  the  imperative  needs  of  the  board,  we  recommend  that  the 
churches  raise  for   its  work  $25,000  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Home  Field,  published  by  the  board,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  has  greatly 
improved  both  its  form  and  matter,  and  should  be  largely  taken  in 
all  our  churches.  C.  A.  Jenkexs. 

Addresses  were  made  bj  C.  A.  Jenkens,  A.  E.  Brown  and 
C.  J.  Thompson,  of  Atlanta,  and  the  report  was  adopted.

THIRD  DAY— MoKNiNG  Session. 

Wilson,  N.  C,  December  11,  1908. 

The  Convention  convened  at  9  o'clock.  Devotional  exer- 
cises were  conducted  by  A.  E.  Brown. 

The  record  of  the  two  previous  days  was  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  E.  L.  Middleton  it  was  voted  that  the  Con- 
vention hear  I.  J.  Van  ISTess  at  3  o'clock  to-day  in  behalf  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board. 

H.  W.  Battle  announced  the  critical  illness  of  B.  F.  Briggs, 
senior  deacon  of  the  Wilson  Baptist  Church,  and  the  Conven- 
tion was  led  in  prayer  by  R.  T.  Vann  for  him  and  for  J.  W. 
Millard,  of  Atlanta,  whose  critical  illness  w^as  announced  on 
yesterday. 

The  following  report  on  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  read  by 
R.  B.  White : 

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  has  held  a  peculiar  place  in  the  affections  of 
those  who  have  known  it  during  all  the  years  of  its  life.  While  privately 
owned  and  edited,  it  has  stood  for  all  the  things  which  counted  in  our 
denomination.  There  has  been  no  growth,  but  the  Recorder  was  its 
prophet;  no  new  enterprise  or  institution,  but  the  Recorder  was  the 
herald  of  its  advance.  In  its  pages  we  have  watched  the  development 
of  a  great  field  and  largely  through  its  influence  have  we  remained 
a  compact  people,  united  in  work  and  aims.  By  reason  of  these  things 
we  have  loved  it. 

But  now,  to  the  obligations  of  gratitude  and  to  the  consideration 
of  our  own  interests  has  been  added  a  new  reason.  One  year  ago  at 
Wilmington,  this  Convention  accepted  the  proposition  of  the  Recorder 
stockholders  and  assumed  a  new  attitude  toward  its  control.  We  have 
taken  upon  ourselves  the  right  and  power  of  an  equal  share  in  naming 
its  editor  and  directing  its  poWy.  In  return,  we  assume  no  financial 
obligation  and  incur  no  risk. 
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But  resultant  upon  this  step,  two  things  follow,  that  are  of  much 
moment  in  our  history. 

We  have  acquired  for  ourselves  a  new  power.  Xecessarily  there  fol- 
lows a  new  responsibility.  Having  in  our  hands  the  right  to  advise 
in  its  management,  we  should  have  in  our  hearts  the  desire  to  give 
to  it  a  larger  success.  In  the  business  world  this  is  nothing  more 
than  simple  honesty. 

Secondly,  Tiiis  action  means  and  should  continue  to  mean  that  at 
last  there  is  one  accredited  spokesman  for  our  people  and  our  work. 
From  this  day  on  the  Recorder,  should  be  a  recognized  agency  of  this 
Convention,  a  department  of  our  work,  entitled  to  its  own  place  on  our 
programs  and  to  its  own  share  in  our  affections. 

The  Recorder  should  stand  at  the  door  of  the  Convention  and  of  the 
various  associations,  not  as  a  beggar  seeking  subscriptions,  but  as  the 
voice  of  a  great  denomination  calling  us  and  all  of  us  into  a  greater 
knowledge  and  a  larger  work. 

Speaking  for  our  interests  and  not  for  its  own,  it  should  never  be 
compelled  to  ask  of  us  as  favors  what  it  is  our  duty  to  supply.  The 
enlargement  of  its  field  should  be  a  part  of  every  pastor's  work,  and  the 
increase  of  its  influence,  the  desire  of  every  Baptist  heart. 

There  is  before  us  an  opportunity  of  much  importance,  the  chance 
to  have  one  great  Baptist  paper,  representative  of  the  best  there  is 
in  us,  of  our  faith,  our  aims,  our  work,  going  quietly  every  week  into 
the  Baptist  homes  of  the  State  and  giving  strength  to  every  depart- 
ment of  our  activity.  We  can  but  believe  that  the  Recorder  stands 
ready  to  do  its  part.  The  measure  of  its  influence  is  going  to  be  de- 
termined largely  by  the  extent  of  our  individual  efforts. 

We  should  not  wait  till  unknown  complications  may  arise  but  the 
coming  year  should  be  a  Recorder  year,  a  year  of  work  by  all  of  us, 
looking  to  the  lasting  establishment  of  the  Recorder  in  its  new  re- 
lationship, a  paper  doing  our  work  in  our  way  and  for  our  good,  be- 
hind which  stands  the  whole  denomination.  The  larger  its  circulation, 
the  better  and  stronger  it  can  be  made,  till  with  the  great  number  in 
this  State,  who  ought  to  read  it,  we  can  expect  it  to  be  second  to 
none. 

Our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  a  reading  people.  The  news- 
paper is  the  agency  that  reaches  them  most  surely  and  effectively. 
As  they  grow  in  knowledge  and  intelligence,  it  becomes  of  vital  im- 
portance that  religious  matters  should  not  be  obscured  in  the  wider 
vision.  The  greatest  hope  of  increasing  our  place  in  the  minds  of  men 
lies  in  having  as  a  messenger,  a  strong  religious  paper,  the  recognized 
organ  of  all  our  work,  speaking  with  undoubted  truth  the  aims  and 
hopes  and  principles  of  the  Baptist  host  of  North  Carolina. 

If,  through  the  Recorder,  we  can  reach  our  people  every  week,  if 
they  can  come  to  know  our  work  and  its  needs,  if,  in  its  pages,  there 
may  be  established   a  community  of  thought  and  of  interest,  then   we 
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may  expect  greater  and  still  greater  things  for  our  cause,  our  growth, 

and  our  usefulness  to  the  world.

Whereas,  Our  dear  brother,  Rev.  J.  D.  Hufham,  D.D.,  has  been  kept 
in  recent  years,  by  advancing  age,  from  taking  the  important  part  in 
the  work  of  this  Convention,  which  he  used  to  take  aforetime  in  the 
direction  and  furtherance  of  all  the  great  movements  of  our  people 
in  North  Carolina;  and 

Whereas,  We  desire  to  make  some  permanent  record  of  our  apprecia- 
tion of  the  great  abilities  of  our  dear  brother,  as  well  as  of  his  dis- 
tinguished services  to  the  kingdom  of  God;  therefore 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  give  heartily  and  grateful  thanks  to  God,  both 
his  and  ours,  that  he  is  still  spared  to  us,  and  is  permitted  to  bless  us 
with  his  genial  presence  and  counsels. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  hope  that  God  may  spare  the  life  of  our  dear 
brother  to  us  for  many  years  yet  to  come,  and,  that  the  evening  time 
for  him  may  be  as  bright  and  joyous,  as  his  labors  have  been  long  and 
faithful  in  the  furtherance  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Zion. 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolutions  be  spread 
at  large  upon  the  minutes  of  this  Convention,  and  that  an  attested 
copy  of  them  be  furnished  to  Dr.  Hufham. 

The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  presented  the  fol- 
lowing, which  was  adopted : 

The  committee  on  place  and  preacher  for  next  meeting  respectfully 
report. 

That  they  have  a  request  that  the  appointment  of  place  be  left 
to  the  Board  of  Missions.  They  recommend  that  the  choice  of  place 
be  left  this  committee  or  a  special  committee. 

They  recommend  for  preacher  Bro^  G.  T.  Watkins  with  Bro.  L.  W. 
Swope  as  alternate. 

The  Committee. 
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J.  E.  Ray,  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  took  the 

chair  and  J.  W.  Lynch  read  the  report  on  State  Missions  as 

follows : 

STATE  MISSIONS. 

In  the  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  lies  the  basal  hope  of  the 
civic  and  religious  life  of  North  Carolina.  It  touches  with  vitalizing 
and  productive  effect  all  the  interests  of  our  people  and  every  cause 
of  God,  from  the  casting  of  clean  ballots  at  home  to  the  moral  con- 
quests of  foreign  lands.  It  is  the  very  clay  of  the  kingdom.  If  it  be 
enriched  and  cultivated,  all  good  causes  will  flourish;  if  it  be  neg- 
lected, these  must  ultimately  suffer.  As  well  expect  grapes  from  thorns, 
and  figs  from  thistles,  as  future  harvests  from  fields  that  lie  waste  and 
abandoned.  Any  cause,  however  good,  that  takes  precedence  over  our 
State  work  is  out  of  place,  and  is  but  satisfying,  its  present  hunger 
with  the  seed  corn  of  the  future.  A  Christian  people  who  neglect  their 
own  weak  fields  are  not  fit  to  be  trusted  with  a  foreign  mission.  If 
we  love  not  our  brother,  whom  we  have  seen,  how  can  we  love  our 
brother  whom  we  have  not  seen?  By  our  fruits  at  home  we  are  judged 
abroad.  The  heathen  are  not  fools.  They  know  the  weak  places  in 
our  country,  and  estimate  our  religion  more  by  our  civilization  than 
by  our  Bible.  If  we  could  only  get  more  of  the  mud-sill  out  of  our 
own  eyes,  it  would  perhaps  not  be  so  difiicult  to  remove  the  mote  from 
our  foreign  brother's  eye.  An  intelligent  Chinaman  or  Japanese  going 
the  rounds  with  our  faithful  and  hard-worked  Secretary  would  scarcely 
be  impressed,  save  with  our  destitution,  neglect  and  inefliciency. 

It  is  unwise  and  unbiblical  to  lengthen  out  our  cords  unless  we 
first  strengthen  our  stakes  at  home.  Some  sections  of  our  country 
are  now  reaping  the  folly  of  adopting  the  policy  of  long  cords  and 
weak  stakes.  The  State  Mission  work  is  our  center  of  gravity.  In 
missions,  as  in  war,  a  strong  home  base  is  all  important.  English 
ships  are  on  every  sea,  but  the  home  fleet  is  kept  ready  at  an  hour's 
notice  to  circle  the  Island  with  a  wall  of  fire.  England  is  powerful 
abroad  because  she  is  strong  at  home.  The  reflex  influence  upon  ob- 
serving pagans  visiting  the  more  enlightened  Christian  countries,  such 
as  England  and  parts  of  our  own  land,  is  in  itself  a  missionary 
dynamic.  The  impressions  carried  back,  either  help  or  hinder  the  mes- 
sage we  send. 

There  are  strategic  points  in  North  Carolina  under  the  fostering  care 
of  the  State  Board  that  are  of  more  ultimate  importance  than  whole 
areas  of  space  and  teeming  populations.  God  has  His  "spheres  of 
influence"  in  the  growing  towns  and  soul-building  schools  of  North 
Carolina,  and  in  rural  communities  destined  to  be  edens  of  productive- 
ness and  nurseries  of  men.  Let  us  take  and  develop  them,  and  from 
them  as  His  base  of  operations,  God  will  send  out  His  light  and  His 
truth. 

Religion  has   always   recognized   and   fostered   patriotism.     David   in- 
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voked  a  palsied  hand  and  paralytic  tongue  if  he  forgot  Jerusalem. 
Our  Lord  loved  Galilee,  and  wept  over  the  capital  of  His  country,  while 
Paul,  who  preached  in  many  lands,  could  have  wished  himself  accursed 
for  the  salvation  of  his  race. 

The  question  of  civic  righteousness  in  North  Carolina  is  one  for 
Baptists  to  ponder  and  pray  over.  By  reason  of  our  preponderant  num- 
bers and  strength  at  the  polls,  any  stigma  that  may  now  or  hereafter 
rest  upon  North  Carolina  because  of  illiteracy,  or  intemperance,  or 
lawlessness,  or  misgovernment,  must  be  largely  to  our  discredit.  We 
are  not  the  State,  but  we  are  a  large  part  of  it.  This  being  so,  it  is 
incumbent  upon  us  to  render  unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's,  and 
unto  Cffisar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's.  Good  citizenship  in  North 
•  Carolina  is  at  once  a  Baptist  responsibility  and  a  Baptist  asset. 

Among  the  real  statesmen  in  the  State  to-day  are  the  all,  but  un- 
known and  little  rewarded  missionary  teachers  and  preachers,  who, 
with  the  salt  of  their  lives  and  light  of  their  message,  are  redeeming 
waste  places,  endowing  strategic  points,  promoting  good  citizenship,  and 
teaching  their  people  to  hold  a  clean  ballot  in  a  strong  hand.  Upon 
their  shoulders  largely  rests  the  weal  of  our  commonwealth,  and  the 
section  of  the  kingdom  for  which  it  is  responsible,  and  we  should 
render  to  our  noble  home  guard  every  possible  support  and  encourage- 
ment.

Pending  the  motion  to  adopt,  a  collection  amounting  to 
$67.20  was  taken  to  lift  a  mortgage  from  a  Baptist  church- 
house  on  a  mission  field  in  Eastern  Carolina. 

By  motion  of  J.  P.  Cannady  it  was  voted  that  the  address 
of  J.  W.  Lynch  be  requested  for  publication  in  the  Biblical 
Recorder  and  for  distribution  in  pamphlet  form  by  the  State 
Mission  Board. 

C.  F.  Meserve  offered  the  following,  which  was  enthusiasti- 
cally adopted: 

That  this  Convention  request  the  State  Mission  Board  to  grant  Brother 
Livingston  Johnson  a  vacation  of  two  to  four  weeks,  with  a  continua- 
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tion   of   his    regular    salary   in    recognition   of   his    faithful,    successful 
and  arduous  service  during  the  past  eight  years. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  ISTominate  the  Board  of 
Education  was  adopted.  (See  list  Boards  of  Convention, 
pages  7  and  8.) 

The  Committee  to  nominate  the  Board  of  Missions  re- 
ported, and  the  report  was  adopted.  (See  list  of  Boards  of 
Convention,  pages  7  and  8.) 

Resolution  was  offered  by  F.  P.  Hobgood  to  amend  the 
Constitution  by  changing  the  time  of  meeting  from  Wednes- 
day to  Tuesday  evening  after  the  first  Sunday  in  December. 
By  motion  it  was  made  special  order  for  4:30  o'clock  to-day. 

The  Convention  adjourned  with  benediction  by  R.  J.  Wil- 
lingham. 


THIRD  DAY— Afternoon  Session. 

The  Convention  reassembled  and  was  led  in  prayer  by  T. 
T.  Speight. 

On  motion  of  T.  T.  Speight  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  Convention  was  recon- 
sidered and  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  invitation  of  the  Wades- 
boro  church  to  hold  our  next  session  in  Wadesboro. 

L.  Johnson  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

The  commission  on  systematic  beneficence,  appointed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  at  Hot  Springs  in  May,  1908,  met  and  appointed 
a  subcommittee  of  five  consisting  of  E.  C_  Dargan,  Chairman;  M.  J. 
Breaker,  Secretary;  and  J.  B.  Gambrell,  A.  V.  Rowe  and  Livingston 
Johnson,  who  were  (in  the  language  of  the  report  creating  the  com- 
mission) "to  devise  a  better  system  for  raising  funds  for  our  missionary 
operations  and  make  recommendation  of  same  to  the  various  State 
Conventions." 

At  the  call  of  the  Chairman  this  committee,  with  secretaries  R.  J. 
Willingham  and  B.  D.  Gray  sitting  with  them,  met  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  August  20,  1908.  After  care- 
fully considering  data  collected  by  Secretary  Breaker  and  conferring 
together,  the  committee  present  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  lack  of  systematic  distribution  through  the  year  of  contri- 
butions to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  which  results  in  the  strain 
and  rush  during  the  closing  weeks  of  the  conventional  year,  requiring

the  pajTnent  of  a  large  amount  of  interest  on  borrowed  money,  as 
well  as  other  evils,  is  greatly  to  be  deplored,  and  the  need  of  a  change 
of  method  is  generally  recognized.  The  committee  finds  that,  generally 
speaking,  three  conditions  prevail :  ( 1 )  In  some  of  the  States  there  is 
apparently  no  system  at  all j  (2)  in  some  there  are  rudimentary  and 
inadequate  systems;  (3)  in  some  there  are  more  or  less  elaborate  and 
carefully  worked  out  plans,  which,  however  are  only  partially  success- 
ful. In  view  of  this  state  of  things  the  committee  recommends  to  each 
State  Convention  that  through  a  special  commission  or  otherwise,  there 
be  adopted  a  plan  of  collections  which  will  secure  regular,  separate 
offerings  for  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  To  this  end  the  fol- 
lowing is  suggested  as  illustration:  That  two  months,  at  different 
seasons  of  the  year,  be  devoted  to  each  of  the  three  Mission  Boards — 
State,  Home  and  Foreign — the  remaining  time  being  left  for  other  ob- 
jects. 

2.  It  is  further  recommended  most  earnestly  that  more  general,  more 
liberal  and  more  systematic  giving  be  urged  in  all  the  associations. 
Throughout  the  territory  of  the^  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  every 
district  association  scriptural  giving  should  have  a  large  place  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  body.  In  these  meetings,  it  is  easily  possible  to 
ascertain  the  condition  of  the  several  churches.  It  can  be  known  which 
churches  give  and  which  do  not.  And  it  should  be  possible  to  adopt 
plans  to  reach  all  the  churches  in  any  association,  with  an  appeal  for 
every  part  of  the  Lords  work.  In  no  other  of  our  general  bodies  are 
there  such  possibilities  of  reaching  and  influencing  the  churches.  They 
are  near  the  churches  and  nearness  is  a  large  element  in  influencing 
the  human  mind.  Through  the  district  associations,  we  may  rapidly 
win  to  cooperation,  the  thousands  of  churches  now  not  cooperating, 
and  lead  them  to  a  systematic  and  liberal  support  of  all  the  departments 
of  our  Lord's  work.  We  recommend  that  in  every  association,  practical 
arrangements  be  made,  by  a  corresponding  secretary  or  an  executive 
committee,  or  by  a  special  committee  on  cooperation,  to  push  the  work 
of  regular  giving  in  all  the  churches  the  year  round.  If  the  district 
associations  are  properly  led,  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  may  double 
the  number  of  regular  givers  and  easily  double  our  aggregate  gifts  to 
the  objects  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

3.  It  is  found  that  the  congestion  of  funds  in  the  last  days  of  the 
conventional  year  is  attributable  in  a  considerable  measure  to  the 
tardiness  of  treasurers  of  mission  funds  in  forwarding  money  to  the 
boards.  We  recommend  that  all  treasurers,  State,  associational,  church 
and  society,  promptly  remit  the  moneys  to  the  boards  for  which  they 
were  collected,  and  thus  aid  the  boards  and  reduce  the  interest  account 
of  the  denomination.  E.  C.  Dargan,

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I.  J.  Van  Xess  addressed  the  Com'ention  in  behalf  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  at  N^ashville.    . 

R.  T.  Vann,  President  of  the  Baptist  University  for  Wo- 
men, presented  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  that  institution 
as  follows: 

REPORT   OF  THE   TRUSTEES  OF  THE   BAPTIST   UNIVERSITY 
FOR  WOMEN. 

We  submit  this,  our  tenth  annual  report,  to  the  Convention,  with 
grateful  acknowledgment  of  God's  signal  blessings  upon  this  institution, 
which  have  been  repeated  year  by  year. 

In  spite  of  panics  and  floods,  the  attendance  of  students  is  larger 
than  in  any  previous  session,  save  the  last,  which  surpassed  any  former 
record.  The  passing  of  the  "four  hundred"'  mark  in  the  enrollment 
of  that  session  was  publicly  celebrated  in  the  chapel  last  spring,  when 
addresses  were  made  by  Governor  Glenn,  Superintendent  Joyner,  Presi- 
dent Brooks,  of  Baylor  University,  Mr:  Josephus  Daniels,  Bro.  J.  W. 
Bailey,  and  the  President  of  the  institution. 

The  enrollment  for  the  present  session  to  date  is  three  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  representing  sixty-three  counties  in  North  Carolina  and  six 
other  States.  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  these  board  in  our  build- 
ings, and  a  few  others  who  board  in  town  attend  as  day  scholars. 
Besides  our  own  denomination,  the  Methodists,  Episcopalians,  Presby- 
terians Lutherans,  Disciples,  Christians,  Primitive  Baptists  and  Roman 
Catholics  are  represented  in  the  student  body,  to  the  number  of  tifty- 
five  in  all.  Ten  applications  for  rooms  in  the  main  building  or  Fair- 
cloth  Hall,  had  to  be  denied  for  lack  of  room;  but  there  is  a  falling 
oflf  in  the  number  of  club  girls  compared  with  last  years  record.  This 
appears  to  be  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  August  floods,  since  applica- 
tions for  rooms  from  club  girls  ceased  almost  entirely  from  that  time; 
and  eight  or  ten  of  these  girls  who  had  sent  in  their  room  fees  were 
compelled  to  remain  at  home.  The  various  religious  agencies  that 
have  been  maintained  by  the  students  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
faculty  for  the  last  several  years,  are  in  active  operation  this  session, 
and  with  good  results.  Among  these  agencies  are  nine  voluntary  mis- 
sion study  classes,  numbering  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  students. 
The  mission  spirit  among  faculty  and  students  was  quickened  by 
illuminating  and  inspiring  addresses  recently  delivered  before  the  school 
by  ]Mr.  Edmund  D.  Soper,  of  New  York,  General  Field  Secretary  of  the 
Young  People's  Missionary  Movement,  and  Mr.  William  A.  Brown,  of 
Chicago,  Western  Field  Secretary.  Last  spring,  another  of  our  alumnae. 
Miss  Beulah  Bowden  entered  the  mission  field  in  Mexico,  under  appoint- 
ment of  our  Foreign  Board  in  Richmond.  This  makes  the  fourth 
young  woman  who  has  entered  the  foreign  field  from  this  institution 
in  the  nine  years  of  its  existence.     It  may  interest  you  to  know  that 
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the  Missionary  Society  of  the  school  has  adopted  Miss  Sophia  Lanneau 
as  its  missionary,  and  is  working  with  the  purpose  of  assuming  hei- 
entire  support  as  soon  as  possible.  It  contributed  over  $100  to  this  ob- 
ject last  year  and  expects  to  raise  $150  this  session. 

Changes  in  the  faculty  have  been  made  as  follows:  Miss  Elizabeth 
A  Colton  has  succeeded  Professor  Fowler  in  the  chair  of  English,  and 
Miss  Mary  Shannon  Smith  has  succeeded  Miss  Blair  in  the  chair  of 
History.  After  receiving  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Mount  Holyoke,  Miss 
Colton  took  the  degree  of  AM.,  and  the  teacher's  diploma  from  Colum- 
bia University,  and  afterwards  did  graduate  work  in  Chicago.  Miss 
Smith  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Leland  Stanford, 
and  subsequently  specialized  for  a  year  at  Harvard.  Miss  Foy  John- 
son, daughter  of  our  beloved  Mission  Secretary,  has  been  chosen  to 
teach  the  intermediate  grades  in  place  of  Miss  Porter,  resigned,  and 
Miss  Cornelia  Brownlee  succeeds  Miss  Beck  as  one  of  the  assistants- 
in  Piano.  Mrs.  Earnshaw,  who  had  done  faithful  service  with  us  as 
superintendent  of  the  club,  and  later  as  housekeeper  for  eight  years, 
left  us  this  fall  to  become  Assistant  Principal  in  Baylor  University. 
We  consider  ourselves  fortunate,  however,  in  having  secured  Mrs. 
Lelia  D.  Hope  to  succeed  her  as  housekeeper.  The  actual  teaching 
force,  which  does  not  include  the  President,  now  numbers  seventeen 
heads  of  departments  or  schools,  nine  assistants,  two  tutors  and  three 
preparatory  teachers  thirty-one  in  all.  Fourteen  teach  in  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  eleven  in  the  School  of  Music,  three  in  the  School 
of  Expression  and  Physical  Culture,  two  in  the  School  of  Art,  and 
one  in  the  School  of  Business. 

The  equipment  of  the  mathematics  department  has  been  materially 
improved  by  the  purchase  of  an  up-to-date  telescope  with  a  four-inch 
lens. 

.Beginning  next  fall,  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
class  will  be  raised  in  the  Department  of  Latin  by  the  addition  of  two 
books  of  Virgil,  and  in  the  Department  of  Mathematics  by  the  addition, 
of  the  whole  of  Plane  Geometry. 

We  hope  that  the  Convention  will  consider  the  expediency  of  inau- 
gurating at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  a  campaign  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  an  endowment  of  at  least  $100,000  for  this  institution. 
Experience  has  taught  us  that  it  is  impossible  to  furnish  the  accomoda- 
tions, equipment  and  grade  of  teaching  that  were  contemplated  by  the 
founders  of  the  University,  not  to  mention  the  yearly  advancement 
along  all  lines  that  is  demanded  by  the  spirit  of  the  age,  unless  we 
raise  our  fees  beyond  the  reach  of  the  mass  of  our  people,  and  thus 
defeat  the  object  for  which  the  school  was  established.  It  has  also 
taught  us  that  seeking  to  run  at  cost,  and  therefore  being  unable  to 
accumulate  a  fund  from  the  fees  of  the  school,  we  are  not  only  sub- 
ject to  temporary  embarrassment  from  fluctuations  in  the  market  and 
in  patronage,  but  we  are  in  danger  of  serious  calamity,  should  an 
epidemic  empty  our  rooms  and  close  our  doors. 
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Schools  of  lower  grades  than  ours  in  our  State  and  elsewhere,  and 
that  are  not  committed  to  the  policy  of  offering  their  advantages  at 
cost,  seem  to  have  had  a  similar  experience.  For  some  of  these  have 
already  begun  canvassing  for  a  substantial  endowment,  and  in  some 
instances  have  successfully  completed  their  canvass.  So  that,  omitting 
other  considerations,  unless  steps  are  soon  taken  to  give  us  an  even 
chance  with  these  colleges,  it  can  not  be  long  before  we  shall  be  out- 
classed by  them  in  equipment,  attendance  and  quality  of  teaching.  Then 
the  girls  that  ought  to  be  trained  in  our  own  faith  and  for  our  own 
fields  will  be  turned  to  other  fields  and  other  faiths. 

We  have  felt  for  some  time  the  necessity  for  action,  but  have  been 
content  to  wait  until  the  great  campaign  for  Wake  Forest  should  be 
completed.  And  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  Wake  Forest  notes  have 
still  two  years  to  run,  we  do  not  ask  the  Convention  to  begin  now, 
any  movement  looking  taward  an  endowment  for  the  University  for 
Women.  But  we  do  ask  that  you  consider  the  expediency  of  authoriz- 
ing our  Board  of  Trustees  to  take  measures  for  launching  such  a 
movement  at  your  next  session,  should  this  step  seem  to  them  advis- 
able. 

J.  H.  Highsmitb,  J.  J.  Hall,  L.  R.  Pruett,  John  T.  Pul- 
len,  C.  B.  Justice  and  C.  F.  Meserve  spoke  in  behalf  of  the 
University  for  Women.  It  was  voted  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  for  Women  be  authorized  to  begin  at 
their  next  meeting  a  campaign  for  an  endo\vment  of  not  less 
than  $100,000  for  that  institution,  provided  such  a  step  seems 
to  them  advisable. 

The  resolution  to  change  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention was  discussed  by  a  number  of  brethren.  Pending 
the  motion  to  adopt  the  Convention  adjourned  with  benedic- 
tion by  L.  Johnson. 


THIRD  DAY— Evening  Session. 

After  reassembling  at  7  :30  o'clock  the  Convention  was  led 
in  prayer  by  W.  W.  Smith. 

H.  W.  Battle  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

It  has  never  been  denied  that  woman  has  some  great  work  to  do  for 
her  Lord,  to  whom  she  is  in  such  a  peculiar  sense,  unspeakably  indebted; 
but  just  what  that  work  should  be,  was,  until  recent  years,  hidden  in 
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a  cloud  of  misty  doubts  generated  by  ignorance  and  prejudice^  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  this  ignorance  is  fast  being  dissipated  by  the 
enlightened  spirit  of  the  times,  and  that  the  prejudice,  once  so  common, 
has  been  conquered,  or  whipped  into  respectful  silence,  by  the  un- 
answerable logic  of  events. 

Woman  has  demonstrated  her  right  to  a  cordial  and  grateful  wel- 
come within  the  sphere  of  our  organized  denominational  activities  by 
the  consecration  of  her  spirit,  the  charm  of  her  refined  culture,  and 
the  munificence  of  her  gifts. 

Your  committee,  in  contemplating  the  work  of  our  Christian  women 
through  their  various  organizations,  as  set  forth  in  reports  to  the  State 
and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions,  are  filled  with  sentiments  of  the 
profoundest  gratitude  to  God,  for  such  invaluable  help  from  a  source, 
which  we  believe  he  has  raised  up  for  a  time  like  this.  We  would,  there- 
fore, urge  our  churches  to  elicit  and  foster  the  great  auxiliary  mission- 
ary work,  undertaken  by  our  women,  under  the  direction  of  the  Central 
Committee,  counting  it  of  incalculable,  spiritual  and  material  worth, 
both  to  the  local  church  and  the  larger  "fellowship  of  the  faith." 

Much  as  has  been  accomplished,  this  work  is  manifestly  in  its 
incipiency,  and  the  wisdom  with  which  it  has  been  planned  and  con- 
ducted is  prophetic  of  greater  things  probably  than  our  sisters  them- 
selves have  dreamed. 

By  laying  the  foundation  deep  and  strong  in  Missionary  Study 
Courses,  and  strategically  commanding  the  future  through  the  Sunbeam 
Societies  and  Boys'  Bands,  our  sisters  seem  to  have  perfected  their 
splendid  scheme;  and,  with  proper  sympathy  and  cooperation,  they 
may  be  trusted  to  impart  to  it  the  highest  practical  efficiency. 

This  Convention  would  here  record  an  acknowledgment  of  its  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  organized  auxiliary  activities  of  our  Baptist  women, 
and  bespeak  for  them  the  high  measure  of  appreciative  encouragement 
to  which  we  believe  their  sacred  motives  and  magnificent  achievements 
so  richly  entitle  them.  Henry  W.  Battle,

J.  T.  Henderson  spoke  on  belialf  of  the  Laymen's  Move- 
ment. 

The  vote  on  the  resolution  to  change  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Convention  was  taken ;  199  voted  in  favor  of  it 
and  it  was  declared  carried. 

W.  C.  Tyree,  Vice-President  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
took  the  chair. 
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J.  L.  White  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OX  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

All  Christian  effort  has  for  its  ultimate,  the  evangelization  of  the 
world.  Our  Lord  said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  my 
gospel  to  every  creature."  The  divine  program  is  declared  in  the 
utterance,  "And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and 
in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth."  The  inspiration  of  all  missionary  effort  is  that  we  are  filling 
up  the  measure  of  Christ's  sufferings  and  joj^  in  giving  his  gospel 
to  all  nations,  tribes  and  tongues. 

Unto  this  end  we  have  been  ordained,  to  give  the  gospel  to  a  lost 
world.  "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so,  I  also  send  you." 
Christ  died  for  the  whole  world,  and  we  are  to  give  the  joyful  message 
to  all  the  world.  The  individual  disciple,  and  the  church  which  fails 
to  keep  this  the  last,  and  greatest  command  of  our  risen  Lord  is 
painfully  disobedient,  and  has  ignored  His  covenant  vow  in  baptism. 

THE   WORK   AT   THE   FRONT. 

We  have  now  altogether  556  workers  on  the  field,  222  missionaries, 
and  334  native  assistants.  This  is  an  increase  of  56  workers  during  the 
year. 

There  are  229  churches  and  467  outstations  with  14,179  members, 
and  139  houses  of  worship;  220  Sunday  Schools  with  7,526  scholars. 
These  churches  with  the  missionaries  contributed  last  year  $34,825. 
All  of  these  figures  show  a  gratifying  advance  over  the  year  before. 
The  work  in  enlarging  in  a  remarkable  way. 

Twenty-four  new  missionaries  went  out  during  the  year.  Quite  a 
number  of  others  will  likely  be  appointed  in  the  very  near  future. 

There  are  now  128  schools  connected  with  our  missions,  with  3,194 
scholars  in  attendance.  All  of  these  schools  are  training  workers 
for  the  future.  There  are  eight  Theological  Schools  with  about  150 
students,  who  will  soon  be  a  great  power  for  evangelizing  their  own 
people.  It  is  most  important  that  we  increase  the  number  and  augment 
the  equipment  of  these  schools. 

The  board  now  has  12  medical  missionaries,  who  treated  38,000 
patients  during  the  year,  giving  to  them  healing  for  their  bodies,  and 
teaching  them  of  the  Great  Physician  of  their  souls.  Our  hospitals 
are  all  overflowing,  and  there  is  the  sorest  need  for  a  number  of  new 
hospitals. 

We  have  now  four  excellent  printing  plants,  which  are  sending  out 
the  leaves  of  truth  for  the  healing  of  all  nations.  There  is  one  in 
China,  one  in  Brazil,  one  in  Argentina  and  one  in  Mexico.  We  need 
publishing  houses  on  all  our  fields. 

There  were  2,174  converts  baptized  on  our  fields  last  year.     We  have 
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heard  of  large  numbers  being  baptized  since  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year,  but  the  largest  results,  due  to  the  leavening  power  of  the  gospel 
among  the  people,  can  not  be  tabulated. 

Your  committee  calls  special  attention  to  the  work  of  our  Theological 
Schools  in  the  foreign  field.  These  institutions  are  training  native 
workers,  through  whom  the  great  mass  of  the  heathen  world  must  be 
reached. "  And  with  our  gifts  earnest  prayer  should  be  made,  that  God 
would  call  forth  from  China,  Japan  and  Italy,  some  great  soul  like 
Garibaldi,  Italy's  political  Moses,  who  should  call  their  countrymen  to 
repentance,  and  unto  the  liberty,  which  is  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord. 

Calls  for  enlargement  are  coming  from  all  the  fields,  and  every 
department  of  the  work  needs  enlarged  equipment.  The  Convention 
at  Hot  Springs  decided  to  try  to  raise  $500,000  this  year  for  Foreign 
Missions.  This  will  be  25  per  cent  increase  over  last  year's  contribu- 
tions. The  Board  is  ready  and  anxious  to  enlarge  the  work.  What 
will  the  North  Carolina  churches  say?  Will  we  raise  the  25  per  cent 
increase,   which  means   $45,000? 

NEEDS  AT  HOME. 

The  things  to  be  pressed  at  home  are: 

( 1 )  The  Educational  Department.  Our  boaiTl  is  to  be  commended 
for  its  wise  and  timely  effort  through  the  Educational  Secretary,  Rev. 
T.  B.  Ray,  to  organize  mission  study  classes  in  all  our  churches.  This 
is  basal.  We  urge  our  churches  in  their  Sunday  Schools,  Baptist  Young 
People's  Unions,  Woman's  Societies  to  press  this  work.  We  recom- 
mend that  each  Sunday  School  purchase  the  Board's  Mission  Library. 

(2)  The  Laymen's  Movement.  Y'^our  committee  suggests  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  to  arrange  for  a  Laymen's  Conference  some 
time  this  summer.  We  express  the  hope  that  it  may  be  held  at  Blue 
Mont  in  connection  with  the  assembly. 

(3)  A  more  strenuous  effort  to  enlist  the  noncontributing  members 
in  our  churches,  and  the  noncontributing  churches  in  our  Convention. 
It  is  a  painful  fact  that  about  one-fourth  of  our  Baptist  churches  in 
the  State  do  not  contribute  to  Foreign  Missions,  or  567  out  of  1850 
give  nothing  toward  the  world's  evangelization.  It  is  also  known  that " 
many  members  of  those  churches  in  the  contributing  column  give  noth- 
ing. W^e  turn  to  our  pastors,  God's  appointed  leaders,  and  beseech  them 
to  take  this  situation  to  heart,  and  prayerfully  and  persistently  apply 
the  remedy,  namely,  enlightenment  and  enlistment. 

Our  beloved  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  Willingham,  recently  said: 
"Let  it  be  remembered  that  10,085  of  our  churches  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  gave  nothing  for  Foreign  Missions  last  year.  Yet 
we  are  the  people  who  glory  in  being  Missionary  Baptists,  because  it 
means  implicit  obedience  to  the  commands  of  our  Lord.  Are  we  mis- 
named, or  mistaken,,  or  misappropriating  the  Lord's  money?  Will  you 
look  around  you,  see  if  one  of  these  noncontributing  churches  is  near 
you,  and  if  so,  do  your  best  to  get  it  to  give  something  this  year?" 
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THE   world's    best   DAY. 

A  new  era  has  dawned  for  Foreign  Missions.  We  see  His  star  in 
the  East.  The  march  of  events  in  startling,  and  rapid.  Just  now 
Leopold,  King  of  the  Belgians,  has  placed  the  Congo  Free  State  in  the 
hands  of  the  Belgian  government,  with  the  guarantee  of  religious 
liberty  and  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  the  slave  trade.  Only  a  little 
while  since  the  Italian  government  has  made  one  day  in  seven  a  day 
of  rest.  The  recent  revolt  of  the  modernists  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  has  shaken  papacy  to  its  foundation  and  numbered  its  days. 
Christian  Rome  may  yet  be.  The  death  of  the  King  and  Empress 
Dowager  of  China  will  make  certain  the  reforms  and  advancement  for 
which  China  has  been  yearning.  China  is  in  the  throes  of  a  mighty  moral 
and  intellectual  revolution.  The  highest  evidence  of  this  is  the  revolt 
of  the  Chinese  women,  who  for  over  four  thousand  years  have  been 
the  great  conservative  fadtor  in  the  old  civilization,  and  the  sheet 
anchor  of  slavish  customs.  The  revolt  is  against  the  existing  family 
institution  which  makes  the  daughter  a  mere  chattel,  and  against  the 
dense  ignorance  of  women.  Only  one  in  ten  thousand  Chinese  women 
can  read.  Through  strong  organizations,  they  demand  "free  marriages," 
giving  the  daughter  the  privilege  of  choosing  her  own  husband.  The 
women  of  China  have  already  secured  three  notable  reforms:  (1)  That 
the  childless  widow  and  divorced  wife  are  not  abandoned,  as  heretofore, 
to  a  lot  of  misery,  but  are  given  positions  in  government  offices  and  in 
banks  and  hospitals.  The  educated  are  sent  to  Japan  to  take  up  courses 
of  study.  (2)  The  imperial  edict  against  footbinding.  (3)  The  com- 
pulsory education  of  girls.  With  the  changed  social  conditions,  the 
old  classic  literature  is  doomed.  New  ideals  that  are  springing  up  and 
invigorating  the  intellectual  life  of  China  must  find  expression  in  a  new 
literature.  Shall  it  be  Christian?  Chinese  mj'thology  and  religious 
customs  are  doomed.  There  must  be  a  new  faith  and  form  of  worship 
for  the  new  life.     Shall  they  be  Christian? 

The  recent  treaty  between  Japan  and  the  United  States  guarantees 
the  integrity  of  China  and  makes  largely  for  the  permanent  peace  of 
.the  East. 

"It  is  daybreak  everywhere.''  It  is  the  world's  best  day.  It  is  the 
day  of  opportunity  for  the  church  of  God.  And  over  all  the  850,000,000 
heathen,  who  know  not  our  Saviour,  awake,  awaiting  the  gospel  mes- 
sage, we  see  one  like  unto  the  Son  of  Man,  saying,  "Come  over  and  help 
us."    Will  we  go  or  send?  j.  l.  White,

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
Course  was  read  by  W.  R.  Cullom  and  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  CORRESPOXDENCE  COtjRSE. 
The  response  from  our  Baptist  pastors  and  workers  in  Xorth  Carolina 
to  the  movement  inaugurated  by  this  Convention  one  year  ago,  looking 
toward  a  correspondence  work  among  our  people  has  shown  beyond 
question  that  there  is  a  place  for  this  work  in  our  system.  The  past 
year  has  been  more  or  less  experimental,  and  further  experience  will 
no  doubt  improve  our  methods  and  enlarge  our  results.  During  the 
spring,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  were  enrolled  in  the  study,  of  the 
Life  of  Christ,  and  during  the  fall,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  were 
enrolled  in  the  study  of  the  great  foundations  of  our  faith.  Something 
like  a  thousand  of  the  best  books  to  be  had  on  these  subjects  have  been 
distributed  among  our  people,  and  we  are  sure  that  their  influence  for 
good  can  be  known  only  in  eternity. 

The  committee  has  arranged  another  course  for  the  coming  spring 
on  the  book  of  Acts  and  the  Epistles  of  Paul.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Sunday  School  lessons  for  the  first  half  of  1909  will  be  on  this 
subject,  we  recommend  that  our  Sunday  School  workers  take  this 
course  as  well  as  our  pastors.

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Baylus  Cade  offered  the  following  resolution,  whicli  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  Our  brother,  Prof.  F.  P.  Hobgood,  has  given  thirty-eight 
years  of  intelligent  and  laborious  consecration  to  the  higher  education 
of  our  young  women — ten  of  those  years  at  Raleigh,  and  twenty-eight 
of  them  at  Oxford;  and 

Whereas,  Our  dear  brother's  experience  in  the  educating  of  women 
is  ripening  more  and  more  into  higher  things,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  takes  great  pleasure  in  commending 
him  and  his  work  to  the  consideration  of  our  people  as  worthy  of  their 
confidence  and  esteem. 

J.  B.  Carlyle  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  It  is  a  recognized  principle  of  the  Christian  religion  that 
preachers  should  live  of  the  gospel,  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  living  in  recent  years  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased, therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  suggest  to  its  constitutent 
churches  the  duty  of  looking  into  the  question  of  salaries  paid  to  their 
faithful  and  eflficient  pastors  with  a  view  to  an  increase  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  1909,  wherever  practicable. 

It  was  adopted  unanimously  by  the  laymen  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  following  report,  presented  by  J.  L.  White,  was 
adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Laymen's  Movement  beg  to  recommend: 

1.  That  we  hold  a  Laymen's  Conference  this  summer  at  Blue  jNIont. 

2.  That  the  conference  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Sunday  School 
Chautauqua  and  Young  People's  Convention,  if  suitable  arrangements 
can  be  made. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Elizabeth  Marsh,  President,  and' 
Elizabeth  _C.  Moore,  Cor.  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  expressing  congratulations  upon  the  prog- 
ress made  in  our  State  in  behalf  of  temperance  reform  and 
reaffirming  their  determined  position  with  regard  to  same. 

C.  M.  Beach,  for  the  Committee  on  Secondary  Schools, 

presented  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  present  call  for  well  equipped  and  consecrated  men  and  women 
has  perhaps  never  been  equalled  in  the  history  of  our  denomination. 
In  all  departments  of  the  work  and  in  all  the  different  fields  of  opera- 
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tion,  we  are  unable  to  measure  up  to  our  great  opportunities  on  account 
of  this  lack  of  equipment  and  consecration. 

This  urgent  call  emphasizes  very  greatly  our  need  of  Christian 
institutions  of  learning,  institutions  where  the  spirit  and  words  of 
Jesus  are  impressed  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  boys  and  girls, 
where  this  special  type  of  manhood  and  womanhood  in  demand  is  the 
chief  aim. 

While  this  demand  is  steadily  increasing,  the  prospect  of  supply, 
judging  from  our  own  schools,  is  materially  diminishing.  Your  com- 
mittee last  year  reported  20  secondary  schools  with  135  teachers  and 
2,955  pupils.  This  year  we  are  forced  to  report  only  15  schools  with 
86  teachers  and  2,000  pupils,  a  falling  off  of  more  than  30  per  cent 
in  the  schools,  which  prepare  90  per  cent  of  the  students  for  Wake 
Forest  College  and  the  Baptist  University  for  Women,  and  almost  all 
our  preachers  and  other  denominational  leaders.  Should  this  dropping 
off  be  allowed  to  continue,  our  colleges,  our  mission  boards,  and  all 
other  denominational  agencies  must  ere  long  suffer. 

As  Baptists  we  are  under  mighty  obligations  both  to  our  own 
prosterity  and  to  a  lost  world.  These  obligations  can  best  be  met 
by  maintaining  Christian  sc*hools  which  shall  inspire  and  prepare  our 
boys  and  girls  to  fill  their  true  mission  in  life,  and  through  them 
enable  us  to  give  to  the  world  the  message  of  salvation.  If  we  believe 
in  Christian  education  and  if  we  intend  "to  lengthen  the  cords  and 
strengthen  the  stakes,"  the  time  has  evidently  come  in  North  Carolina 
when  our  Baptist  hosts  must  unite  on  some  system  for  preserving  and 
strengthening  our  schools. 

Believing  that  our  obligations  to  God,  to  our  denomination,  to  our 
prosterity,  and  to  the  world,  demand  that  we  maintain  and  equip  a 
strong  system  of  schools  in  North  Carolina;  and,  believing  that  to  delay 
united  effort  longer,  would  be  disastrous,  we,  your  committee,  urge  the 
adoption  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  this  Convention  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  one  re- 
presentative, each  from  six  Baptist  secondary  schools,  Wake  Forest 
College,  and  the  Baptist  University  for  Women,  Secretary  of  Missions, 
Secretary  of  Sunday  Schools,  Secretary  of  Mountain  Schools  under 
Home  Board,  and  the  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  committee 
shall  be  known  as  the  Baptist  Secondary  School  Board  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

2.  That  this  board  as  soon  as  practicable  shall  select  such  secondary 
Baptist  schools  as  may  be  deemed  wise,  which  schools  shall  be  made 
centers  of  Baptist  effort  to  equip,  and  as  soon  as  possible,  to  endow 
so  far  as  is  necessary,  to  secure  permanence  and  general  usefulness. 

3.  That  in  the  selection  of  these  schools,  the  board  shall  endeavor 
to  distribute  so  as  to  cover  all  sections  of  the  State,  and  to  locate 
where  expenses  will  be  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  grade  of  work 
required. 

4.  That  the  following  requirements  be  made  of  the  schools  before 
selection: 
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(a)  That  the  school  be  perpetually  owned  and  controlled  by  a 
Board  of  Baptist  Trustees,  which  trustees  shall  report  annually  to 
Creneral  Board. 

(b)  That  the  principal  of  said  school  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Bapti&t 
Church;  also  the  faculty  as  far  as  is  practicable. 

(c)  That  the  schools  shall  agree  to  a  uniform  curriculum  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  board. 

(d)  That  each  school  shall  agree  to  canvass  at  least  such  territory 
as  shall  be  allotted  to  it  by  the  board. 

5.  That  all  local  matters,  such  as  price  of  board,  length  of  term, 
election  and  salary  of  teachers,  etc.,  be  left  to  the  local  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  above  recommendations,  we 
further  recommend  that  said  board  elect  a  secretary  to  be  known  as 
••Educational  Secretary  of  the  Convention."  That  said  secretary  shall, 
give  his  entire  time  to  canvassing  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  arousing 
and  strengthening  sentiment  for  Christian  education,  soliciting  funds 
to  equip  schools  selected,  and  such  other  work  as  may  appear  needful 
to  the  board. 

7.  That  the  salary  of  the  secretary  be  arranged  by  the  board  with 
schools  interested. 

8.  That  this  board  shall  report  through  its  secretary  to  each  session 
of  the  Convention.  C.  M.  Beach,

After  full  discussion  the  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  G.  T.  Lumpkin  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  nominate  the  members  of  the  Board  provided  for  in  the 
above  report.  G.  T.  Lumpkin,  E.  L.  Middleton,  M.  L.  Kes- 
ler,  B.  W.  Spilman,  J.  T.  Alderman  were  the  committee. 

They  retired  and  made  up  their  report  as  follows,  which 
was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  NOMINATE  BAPTIST  SECOXDARY 
SCHOOL  BOARD. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
the  Sunday  School  Secretary,  the  Secretary  of  Mountain  School  Work, 
and  the  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  named  as  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  proposed  board. 

2.  That  all  Baptist  schools  under  denominational  control,  be  given 
a  representative  on  this  board,  and  these  schools  be  requested  to  select 
their  own  representative. 
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3.  That  the  above  named  Executive  Committee  be  the  agency  for  mak- 
ing effective  the  above  named  provisions.

REPORT  OF  GOAiailTTEE  OX  OBITUARIES. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Convention  the  report  of  this  committee 
was  partial,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  members 
of  the  conmiittee  to  secure  data  upon  which  to  make  the  report  full 
and  complete.  In  order  to  avoid  this  lack  of  information,  the  writer 
was  appointed  one  year  ahead  to  collect  material  to  be  incorporated 
into  a  report  for  this  Convention  as  full  and  complete  as  possible. 
And  the  writer  fully  realizing  the  personal  responsibility  of  a  sacred 
trust  began  at  once  to  file  away  the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  week 
after  week  contains  the  obituary  of  our  departed  dead.  During  the  year 
many  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  have  crossed  the  River  to  rest  be- 
neath the  shade  of  those  beautiful  trees,  whose  branches  never  wither, 
and  whose  buds  never  cease  to  bloom.

Eev.  iloses  Baldwin  recently  died  in  Huntersville.  He  was  a  strong 
preacher — had  been  pastor  of  strong  churches — teacher  of  high  schools 
and  academies  in  this  State — doing  a  fine  work_  Some  of  our  most 
prominent  business  men  in  the  western  section  received  their  training 
at   his   hands.

In  the  second  place,  each  name  on  this 
long  list  was  somebody's  loved  one  and  useful  in  the  community  in 
which  they  lived  and  labored,  and  it  is  nothing  but  proper  that  their 
.name-  should  appear  upon  the  roll  of  our  honored  dead.  Brethren, 
let  ITS  endeavor  to  preserve  a  complete  roll  of  our  dead,  and  thus  fulfill 
•God's  work,  which  declares  that  "Tlie  righteous  shall  be  held  in  ever- 
lasting remembrance."

The  President,  by  authority  of  the  Convention,  appointed 
the  following  committee  on  the  Correspondence  Course :  W. 
C.  Tyree,  L.  Johnson,  H.  C.  Moore,  B.  W.  Spilman,  W.  R. 
Cullom. 

L.  Johnson,  for  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Giving,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

We,  your  committee,  fully  recognize  the  independence  of  the  local 
church,  and  that  no  body  of  cliurches,  whether  association,  State  or 
Southern   Convention,    can,    in    any   way   dictate   to    a    local    church,    or 
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presume  to  impose  upon  it  any  task  that  it  is  not  willing  to  assume. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  "The  Baptist  Church,"  if  that  phrase  is  meant 
to  include  more  than  one  local  church;  for  each  Baptist  church  is  (a  re- 
public), independent  of  all  other  churches. 

While,  however,  we  all  recognize  the  independence  of  Baptist  Churches, 
there  is  an  interdependence  that  we  must  not  fail  to  see.  By  common 
consent,  these  local  churches  organize  into  associations  and  conventions 
in  order  to  cooperate  in  general  denominational  work.  Money  is 
necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  our  work.  Each  department  is  laid 
out  annually  on  a  certain  financial  basis,  and  the  money  to  meet  these 
demands  must  come  from  the  churches.  That  we  need  some  better 
financial  system  among  our  churches,  is  clear  to  'all  who  have  had  to 
do  with  raising  money  for  conventional  objects. 

We,  your  committee,  therefore,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report, 
not  as  dictating,  but  merely  suggesting  to  the  churches  what,  in  our 
opinion,  would  be  a  practical  financial  system : 

1.  That  a  committee  composed  of  members  of  the  State  Mission 
Board  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  to  the  associations, 
the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  the  various  objects,  making  a  just  dis- 
tribution based  on  last  year's  contributions. 

2.  We  suggest  that,  the  pastors  in  each  association,  and  one  member 
from  each  church,  meet  at  some  convenient  time  and  place,  and  sug- 
gest to  the  churches  the  amounts  apportioned  to  each  association. 

3.  We  suggest  the  following  schedule  of  collections: 

January,  February,  INIarch — Foreign  Missions. 

April,  May — Home  Missions. 

June  and  Thanksgiving — Orphanage. 

July — Optional. 

August — Ministerial  Education. 

September,  October,  November — State  ilissions. 

December — Ministers  Relief. 

Collections  in  Sunday  School: 

One  Sunday  in  the  year — State  Sunday  School  work. 

One  Sunday  in  each  month — Orphanage. 

Of  course,  it  will  be  understood  that  this  plan  is  to  be  flexible.  Some 
churches  already  have  financial  systems,  which  are  working  well.  We 
would  not  advise  them  to  change  their  present  plans  simply  for  the 
sake  of  conforming  to  these  suggestions;  but  we  believe  if  churches, 
which  have  no  plans,  or  if  those  whose  methods  are  not  satisfactory, 
will  adopt  and  faithfully  work  the  above  schedule,  the  results  will  be 
encouraging.

STATISTICAL   SUMMARY. 


This  is  uiy  first  report  as  Statistical  Secretary.  I  felt  peculiar  em- 
barrassment in  succeeding  Bro.  H.  C.  Moore  in  this  work.  For  twelve 
years  he  was  one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  State  Convention,  and  during 
all  this  time  he  was  developing  plans  for  accurate  records  of  our  finances, 
membership,  etc.  He  had  become  an  expert.  I  have  followed  his  plans 
as  far  as  I  could,  and  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  valuable  aid  he 
has  given  me.  I  am  aware  that  there  are  many  errors  now,  but  I  have 
used  all  available  data  for  1908,  and  when  this  could  not  be  secured,  the 
most  recent  available,  and  when  none  could  be  secured,  I  have  used 
approximations  based  on  the  reports  for  discussion  in  the  associations. 
When  no  report  could  be  secured,  I  used  church  and  Sunday  School 
membership  for  1907,  but  not  baptisms  and  financial  tables.  Of  course 
this  lowers  our  totals  in  all  these  items.  I  ask  for  any  information 
from  the  brethren  which  will  give  fuller  and  more  accurate  records  of 
our  work. 

AGGREGATES. 

Of  the  i,891  churches  whose  names  are  published,  membership  figures 
are  reported  from  1.854,  with  a  total  membership  of  210,154.  If  the  37 
churches  not  reporting  membership  are  up  to  the  average  of  113  mem- 
bers, they  have  a  membership  of  4,181,  making  214,335  white  Baptists 
in  North  Carolina. 

Baptisms  are  reported  from  1,226  churches,  the  total  being  12,849.  In 
many  churches  membership  but  not  baptisms  of  1907  was  used.  I  am 
safe  in  saying  there  were  13,500  baptisms  last  year. 

The  contributions  reported  to  the  Associations  were  as  follows :  State 
Missions,  $32,120.38;  Home  Missions,  $19,058.81;  Foreign  Missions, 
$32,953.28;  Sunday  School  Missions,  $1,273.72;  Orphanage,  $31,303.42; 
Ministerial  Education,  $3,973.72;  Aged  Ministers,  $2,911.82;  the  grand 
total  being  $123,595.19.

In  membership  Asheville  First  leads,  with  1,109,  and  Raleigh  Taber- 
nacle follows  with  1,000.  In  number  of  baptisms  Asheville  First  leads 
with  170  and  Caraleigh  is  next  with  81.  The  largest  contribution  to 
State  Missions  wa&  by  Scotland  Neck,  $950.00,  Raleigh  First  being 
next  with  $816.00;  to  Home  Missions,  Charlotte  First  with  $972.83, 
Asheville  First  giving  $650.00;  to  Foreign  Missions,  Asheville  First 
leads  with  $1,500.00,  and  Charlotte  First  is  next  with  $1,391.56,  while 
Durham  First  follows  with  $1,000.00;    to   the  Orphanage,   Lumberton 
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leads  Avith  $1,021.92.  Raleigh  First  is  next  with  $710.00;  to  Ministerial 
Education,  Raleigh  First  gives  $220.00,  and  Raleigh  Tabernacle  follows 
with  $106.50;  to  Aged  Ministers  Oxford  gives  $129.00,'  Albemarle  gives 
$60.50;  to  Sunday  School  Missions  the  Raleigh  Tabernacle  gives  $50.00, 
and  Olive's  Chapel,  a  country  church,  follows  with  $45.48;  to  all  objects 
Asheville  First  gives  $3,275.00,  Raleigh  First  $3,110.58,  tharlotte  First 
$3,036.83.

Ten  Associations  give  more  than  $1.00  per  capita  to  the  objects  of  the 
Convention.  The  Robeson  leads  with  $1.42;  then  follows  the  Mecklen- 
burg-Cabarrus $1.36,  Piedmont  $1.36,  Neuse-Atlantic  $1.24,  Buncombe 
$1.23,  South  River  (1907)  $1.20,  Central  $1.19,  Mt.  Zion  $1.12,  Roanoke 
$1.07,  Raleigh  $1.03.  The  following  give  between  75  cents  and  $1.00: 
Flat  River,  Pee  Dee,  South  Fork  (1907),  South  Yadkin,  West  Chowan, 
Wilmington.  Five  Associations  give  5  cents  or  less  per  member.  Six 
others  give  less  than  10  cents. 

OTHER   AVERAGES. 

Of  the  1,854  churches  reporting  membership,  the  average  is  113;  of 
the  1,226  reporting  baptisms,  the  average  is  10;  the  average  number  of 
members  for  one  baptism  is  16  for  the  whole  State;  31  Associations  had 
one  baptism  for  16  or  less.  Of  the  contributing  churches  the  following 
is  the  average.  State  Missions,  $23.73;  Home  Missions,  $16.29;  Foreign 
Missions,  $24.98;  Sunday  School  Missions,  $4.50;  Orphanage,  $23.63; 
Ministerial  Education,  $6.04;  Aged  Ministers,  $4.08;  all  objects,  $78.38. 

SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

Some  Associations  do  not  report  Sunday  School  statistics,  but  have 
Sunday  School  reports  for  discussion;  1,669  churches  report  schools; 
273  report  none;  65  branch  schools  are  reported.  These  figures  can  not 
be  harmonized  with  the  number  of  churches.  147,150  members  are  re- 
ported, and  allowing  a  reasonable  approximation  for  churches  not  re- 
porting we  have  about  150.000  in  ovir  Sunday  Schools.  There  is  a  gain 
of  over  eight  thousand.  There  are  11,198  officers  and  teachers.  949 
schools  are  perennial.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  70  per  cent  as 
large  as  the  church  membership.     33  Associations  are  above  this  average.

459  churches  have  a  Sunday  School  membership  larger  than  that  of  the 
church,  and.  this  is  true  in  two  Associations,  the  Piedmont  and  Pilot 
Mountain.  283  churches  in  40  Associations  contributed  to  Sunday 
School  Missions,  averaging  $4.50  each.  Other  churches  contributed,  but 
included  it  in  State  Missions  or  "Other  Objects." 

woman's  avork. 

There  are  873  Societies  (including  Woman's  Missionary  Societies, 
Young  Women's  Auxiliaries,  and  Sunbeams,)  in  50  Associations.  There 
are  Vice-Presidents  in  charge  of  the  work  in  41  Associations.  West 
Chowan  leads  with  75  societies;  Mount  Zion  has  49,  Neuse- Atlantic  and 
Eobeson  46  each  and  the  Chowan  40. 

Contributions  amounted  to  $21,685.91.  Mount  Zion  leads  with  $2,- 
270.48.  The  following  gave  over  $1,000.00:  Central,  $1,561.55;  West 
Chowan,  $1,355.83:  Robeson,  $1,197.38;  Eoanoke,  $1,185.42;  Piedmont, 
$1,155.89;   Buncombe,   $1,095.72;   Xeuse- Atlantic,   $1,088.10. 

BAPTIST   SCHOOLS   AND   COLLEGES. 

Reports  were  received  from  19  schools  and  colleges.  Bowman  Acad- 
emy did  not  report.  Lenoir  Academy  and  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Insti- 
tute are  closed.  During  1907-08  there  were  4,021  students  enrolled. 
There  are  73  male  teachers  and  102  female  teachers  in  the  19  schools 
and  colleges  reporting.  The  value  of  land,  buildings,  equipment  and 
endowment  is  reported  to  be  $1,003,000. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Twenty-two  new  churches  were  organized  during  last  year  in  IS 
Associations.  Ninety  churches  are  reported  having  preaching  every 
Sunday  and  87  twice  or  three  times  a  month.  Many  Associational  min- 
utes do  not  give  information  on  this  point.  No  pastors  are  reported  in 
203  churches,  and  we  failed  to  get  any  report  from  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain  and   Liberty-Ducktown  Associations   in  time   for  this   report. 

GAINS  AND  LOSSES. 

We  all  wish  every  object  could  go  forward,  but  in  many  places  we 
allow  the  cause  to  suffer.     We  give  below  some  losses  and  gains. 

Numl^er 
Women's  Societies,  121.  Number  churches  with  baptisms,  77.  Church- 
es contributing  to  the  Orphanage,  65;  to  Aged  Ministers,  2;  to  Sunday 
School  Missions,  19.  Amount  to  Foreign  Missions,  $2,531.85;  to  Minis- 
terial Education,  $204.55. 

Gains. — Churches,  41;  church  members,  7,970;  Sunday  School  scholars, 
7,683;  Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers,  148;  perennial  Sunday 
Schools,  90.  Churches  contributing  to  all  objects,  35;  to  State  Mis- 
sions, 35;  to  Home  Missions,  11;  to  Foreign  Missions,  92;  to  Ministerial 
Education,  38.  Contributions  to  State  Missions,  $2,381.77;  to  Home 
Missions,  $360.85;  to  the  Orphanage,  $2,588.62;  to  Aged  Ministers, 
$18.96;  to  Sunday  School  Missions,  $63.46;   to  all  objects,  $2,677.26.
